The parade, consisting of abont 200 soldiers and ex-Service men, 
formed up at the Drill Hall of the 3rd London Royal Fusiliers, Harrow 
Road, under the commandof Colonel R. H. Joseph, D.S.0., T.D., and 
marched to the Synagogue, where there was already assembled a large 
contingent of Red Cross Nurses, the Women's Detachment of the \.A.D., 
and members of the St. John Ambulance Brigade.- Lncladed in the large 
congregation were members of the Council of the United Synagogue, and 
the Visitation Committee. There were also a number of disabled soldiers 
present. The Mayor of Paddington. Captain Alfred Instone, occupied a 
seat in the Wardens’ box, and members of the Borough Council were in 
attendance. The service began with the singing of Ma Tobu by the choir 
under the direction of Mr. S. Alman. The Rey. David Klein read the 
service and kindled the lights, and the Rev. Michael Adler, D.5S.0O., recited 
a number of Psalms, and the Prayer for the Royal amily. The Ark was 
opened by Mr. 8. H. Davids and Colonel Joseph. 

Rabbi M. GoLLop, B.A., the Senior Jewish Chaplain, then delivered an 
address.

Here and There. 


~-- |

O discuss at any length De Mille’s film, “The King of Kings,” 
in this column at the moment, seems to me superfluous, 


in view of all:that has been said about it elsewhere. But 

there is one aspect of it that I think should not be 
overlooked, and that I have not seen dealt with hitherto. That the 
film has an anti-Jewish tendency of a very distinct character, 
there can be no reasonable gainsaying. The intention to produce 
a picture with that effect may not have been the real object, 
which, we may be quite sure, was wholly to reap large profits from 
‘a cinema exhibition. But that object, natural and in a sense com- 
mendable as it is, must be judged apart altogether from the means 
taken by De Mille for accomplishing his purpose. That, I claim, 
is an elemental proposition. And surely no one has any right to 
seek to earn money by damaging others, by libelling them, or by 
holding them up to hatred and contempt, That sort of thing 
becomes the more reprehensible when, as in this instance, Religion 
exploited in the process. Now, the purpose of the film is to 
exhibit two opposing forces in the population of Palestine at the 
time of Jesus—those who followed his spiritual leadership and those 
who repudiated it. It is quite true that both parties were composed 
of Jews, but the adherents of Jesus went to form the nucleus of 
what are known as Christians, while the other sort of Jews were the 
lineal forbears of those who are known to-day as Jews. So that 
the average Christian, anyway, looking at the followers of Jesus as 
shown in the film, thinks of them as Christians—never as Jews— 
while he thinks of those who refused to follow Jesus as Jews 
contrasted with Christians, 


It is futile to suppose that the man in the Cinema palace is 
geing to make any other differentiation. Equally so is it to imagine 
that he will know or understand that the gospel according to 
De Mille is in many particulars a sorry parody of the gospels in the 
New Testament. Or that the New Testament in turn is full of 
obvious anachronisms and was written as it was with three objects— 
to glorify the followers of Jesus, to damnify those who refused to 
recognise him as Messiah, and ‘to whitewash the Romans, who were 
his executioners because the Christian Church had its founda- 
tions in Rome. So that-precisely as Pilate is said to have presented 
Jesus to the multitude with the words “Ecce homo,’ so De Mille 
presents to the picture populace three sorts of human beings in 


Jerusalem when Jesus was crucified; and the kinds as indicated 


have, we know, become moulded in the minds of men and women 
as types. The Christian type—the followers of Jesus—Christians 
have. nothing to complain about. It represents such fine 


. qualities as Love and Charity of spirit, faithfulness to greaf 


ethical ideals, a hatred of violence, and a pious resignation in 
face of great trial and tribulation. To the Roman type there 
are no Romans in the world to-day to,object. Had there been, 
I imagine they would not have relished being shown as weak 
and undecided rulers placing themselves at the bidding of Jews— 
they on the one hand the representatives of a great and powerful 
Empire, the Jews on the other a small body over whom the Romans 
sway. and despised as poor weaklings. But the third 
type—the Jew, he who refused to. follow Jesus—is depicied as 
a vile and contemptible thirster for the blood of the one whom the 


_ vast majority of those who see the presentation religiously believe 


to have been a perfect man, indeed an incarnation of God Himself. 


“To allow such creatures as appear as “the Jews” in “ The King of 


Kings” film to be widely presented as the type“ Jew” without any 
protest from living Jews must surely have been a terrible blunder— 


and nothing short of that is done in the De Milfe film. Such inaction 
would have been translated into a tacit ackndwledgement that the 


Jew type, as De Mille shows it, we Jews concur in as true—that to be 


a Jew is to possess characteristics of inhumane cruelty, of crafty, 


murderous instinct, of narrow-minded revengefuiness, of everything 
assigned to the Jews in she film, in. ohartst a low, Segredes, and utterly 


Such a presentation. must, there ean be little doubt, do 
more in the direction of anti-Semitism: than fifty Zion Protocols 
and all the Dearborn vapourings of the egregious Mr. Ford. 
J, therefore, rejoice that protests have been forthcoming. In 
America important Jewish Organisations and prominent religi- 
ous leaders have protested. In Germany, a. protest from 
representative Jews secured the suppression, when the film was 


. shown there, of a considerable portion which maligns Jews. In this 


eountry the protest has been madeby THE: JEWISH CHRONICLE and 


the JmwisH WORLD ; ‘and such organisations as the Deputies or the 
Rabbinate, the Preather’s Conterence or the B'nai B'rith have, it 


seems to me, paid tacitly ar¥are complinent to those journals by 
themselves not protesting, presumably because they recognised how 
thoroughly and efficiently the job had been done by “ the Jewish 
Press.” Still I should have thought that the protests that were 
made nothwithstanding, and so, not to allow themselves 
inferentially to be reckoned as flaccid anemics—for their own 
sakes—they would have cared to join in denouncing the exhibi- 
tion. To have refrained from doing so on the plea that a 
condemnation of the film by them would have served to advertise 
it, is a proposition so entirely silly as not to be worth a moment's 
argument. More necessary is if to say that the meek and mild 
turning of the cheek to the smiter, which has been (with the 
exception I have noted) the attitude in this matter of British 
Jewry, will not succeed in getting us thought by our fellow-citizens 
of non-Jewish faith aud origin, to be less Jewish and more Christian. 
The conclusion to which those who observe the apparent indiffer- 
ence of such bodies a&S I have named will come; will be that we 
are a poor benighted crowd, proud of the opportunity of donning 


the badge of sufferance. And the worst of it is that-we are in truth 
nothing of the kind! 


O wonder that we Jews are misunderstood, and that there are 

some who are constantly anxious to remove the misunder- 
standing! But in most instances efforts in that direction are very 
ill-conceived. I supppose that if it were faithfully analysed, the 
motive underlying all we mean when we speak.of Assimilation is 
just a quest after a better understanding of us by our non-Jewish 
fellow citizens. The Jewish-Christian Conferences instituted by 
Liberal” Jews are really a groping in the dark along a wrong road 
in the vain hope of reaching the same goal.

to which several paragraphs have appeared 
within the last few days associating with it several well-known 
names. Il understand that the gentleman whose name was 
advertised as the promoter, flatly repudiates the distinction, and 
moreover complains that, at least so far as he is concerned, the 
objects of the Movement have been entirely misrepresented. 1 am 
pleased to knaw this because I thought we were threatened with 
an American importation, which, however useful and desirable 
it may be “over there,’ would, | am sure. be at best a timorous 
exotic if transplanted to these shores, where it would be useless and 
dangerous. Not that the idea is an American invention. Of this | 
am reminded by a correspondent of the Editor who bas banded me 
a letter he has received from a gentleman signiug himself 5, R., 
for reproduction in connection with this matter, as‘l happen to be 
referring to it. 


“S$. R.” calls attention to some lines written by that great 
writer, Charles Lamb, in the course of an Essay on “ Imperfect 
Sy He says: 


“| boldly confess that I do not re lish the approximation of 

Jew and Christian, which has become so fashionable. The 
reciprocal endearments have, to me, something hypocritical and 
unnatural in them. I donot like to see the Church and 
gogue kissing and congeeing in awkward postares of an affected 
civility. If they are converted why do they not come over to us 
altogether? Why keep up a form of separation when the life 
ofitis fled? If they can sit with us at table why do they kick 
at our cookery? I! do not understand the half conyertites.

fish or flesh. . A moderate Jew 


is a more confounding. piece of 
anomaly than a wet Quaker.” 


‘Lamb was no lover of Jews, and the quotation given above (its 


context much more so) provides evidence of his keen dislike. But, 
none the less, I think what he says, in the words the correspondent 
has given, is @sentially true. It certainly is a point of view which 
shows the attitude induced by such Movements as those to which I 
refer, in those who. love. us not. “And, of course; it is precisely for 
their benefit that these Jewish-Christian Movements are designed.

THE LATE CHIEF RABBI CHAJES. 


A memorial meeting was held on Wednesday in last week, in the Con- 
ference Room of the Zionist Central Office, to pay a tribute of respect to 
Dr. H. P. Chajes, the Chief Rabbi of Vienna and former President of the 
; ieneral Council of the Zionist Organisation, who passed away on the previous 

ay. | 
After a prayer offered up by the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Dr. Eoxur, who 
was in the chair, said that they had assembled to mourn the sudden loss of 
a good friend, a good colleague and a learned man in Israel. He did not 
want at that moment to praise and speak of the activities of the late Dr. 
Chajes. Many of them had seen him in that very,room, presiding over the 
General Council. They knew what great services he had-rendered. In times 
of distress and difficulties, Dr. Chajes was ever ready, at a moment's notice to 
travel from Vienna to London to consult with the Executive and to help them 
with his advice. He was also a member of the Board of Governors of tho 
Hebrew University, and had taken an active part in the formation of that 
institution, especially by directing the work of the Institute of Jewish Studies. 


Dr. Chajes was the speaker's personal friend, and had given him valuable help _ 
and inspiration. He was a man who never spared himself in a Jewish cause. . 
He was a great scholar who carried his learning with real light-heartedness and , 


applied it to the furtherance of his social work ; not a pedant, but a man of 
the world and a philanthropist in the true sense of the word. He gladly gave 
his time, his help and counsel to the innumerable people who came to him 
with their troubles, both personal and communal. His passing had left a 
void in the ranks of Israel, and a sense of bitter loss in their hearts. 

The Cater Raps said that it was not the occasion to appraise the great 
— y whose loss they had assembled not to commemorate, but to bewail. 

ere were fitter men than himself to do so, men who had been associated 
with the late Dr. Chajes throughout many years in Zionist work. If there 
was anything he could say to console, he would not do so; for it was too early 
to think of consolation when death was so recent: it would be contrary to 
Jewish ethics. He would like to bring home to them the magnitude of the 
loss that they had sustained. Dr. Chajes was a great Rabbi. It would be 
very difficult to find a man to fill his place. He was the head of a great 
Jewish community ; and the religious, moral and nationaldestiny of hundreds 
of thousands of Jews could have been affected for good or ill by his attitude 
towards certain Jewish problems. He was a great teacher in Israel. The 
speaker had known him for a number of years, and had never met a man who 
was worthier of his position as the spiritual head of a great community. He 
was a great scholar, one of those Talmidei Chachomim who were the builders, 
the architects of the future Israel. He placed his scholarship at the service 
of his people ; he was one of those who had absorbed within themselves the 
immemorial wisdom of Israel. He was a great Jew. His heart throbbed 
with sympathy for the woes of his people throughout the Diaspora. He was 
a defender of the masses. He was one of the leaders of the movement 
which turned these masses into paths in which alone strength and salvation 
shal] accrue to Israel, Andas one of the leaders of the National Movement — 
Zionism-—his name was assured a prominent place in our annals. In con- 
clusion, the Chief Rabbi expressed the hope that there would be another 
opportunity at which the full magnitude of the loss to Jewry could be explained 
to a larger audience. 

Mr. Morzktn said that it was too early to appraise the full worth of their 
late colleague’s’ personality, and only a few words eould be said to express 
what.they all felt. Dr, Chajes was one of the Rabbis who had promoted the 
reconciliation between Zionism and the Rabbimate. He first associated 
himself with Zionism at the Eighth Congress, when he was still a young man. 
He accepted Zionism as the logical consequence of his Judaism. The speaker 
himself had’ hadnumerous occasions to collaberate with Dr. Chajes, and 
was filled with admiration for his honesty and the complete consistency between 
his ideas and his conduct. Dr. Chajes had done a great deal for Jewish 
relief work and other Jewish causes, putting into each the ardent zeal inspired 
by the Zionist idea. He was universally loved and respected, and enjoyed a 
tremendous influence. His life was happy in his devotion to the National 
Cause. 
Dr. J. L. MaGnes said that there. had always Been a struggle in the mind 
of Dr. Chajes between his devotion to learning and his desire for action in 
Jewish afiairs, and he had looked forward yearningly to settling in Palestine 
where he would be able to pursue the twofold ideal. They had lost in him a 
great friend of the Hebrew University, to which he-had rendered such valuable 
service. 

A special meeting of the Board of the Vienna Jewish Community, in 
commemoration of Dr. Chajes, was held on Sunday. A letter of sympathy 
was read from the American Ambassador in Vienna, 

The Prime Minister, Dr. Scipel, has addressed a letter to Professor Pick, 
tho President of the Jewish Community, in which he writes :— 

I feel the need of expressing to our Jewish fellow citizens my sincere participa- 
tion in their grief et the loss which the Jewish community has suffered in tho 
death, of its spiritual leader, Chief Rabbi Professor Dr. Chajes. I had occasion 
several times to come into personal contact with him and to discuss various ques- 
tions with him. © I always obtained the impression that he was an exceptional typo 
ofman. The highesteem which he enjoyed outside the cirele of his co-religionists 
was duo to his: profound scholarship, his characteristic loyalty to his convictions 
and his complete unselfishness, 1 ask you to express my deepest sympathy to the 


bereaved.

JEWISH DRAMA LEAGUE'S PROPOSAL. 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the Jewish 
War Memorial was held on Monday at Jews’ Collége, Guilford Strect. Mr. 
F’. D. Benjamin presided. here were also present: Dayan H. M. Lazarus, 
M°A., Mrs. A. Eichholz, the Reyes, Michael Adler, D.S.0., and Walter Lev in, 
Messrs. L. G. Bowman, M.A., and Herbert M. Adler, M.A., the Director of 
Jewish Education. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler said that he had received a communication from 
Capt. Instone and Mr. (C,. Landstone on behalf of the Jewish Drama League, 
who proposed to offer a prize of ten guineas for a play on a Jewish heroie 
subject, and they suggested that he should help them to choose one out of 
three or four of the best plays. They also thought that the one that was 
suitable should be recommended for inclusion in the list of books published 
by the Jewish War Memorial. The League would be prepared to print the. 
play. They hoped to produce a series of publications.to be known as the 
Israel Zangwill Memorial Plays’, 

The Committee agreed to the League's suggestion and to Mr. Adler's 
co-operation in the matter. 

Applications for grants and the renewal of grants were considered. 

It was reported that Rabbi Francis Cohen had found it impossible to 
remain Chairman of the New South Wales Board of Education. He was 
yoing to remain Honorary Director of Education, and another Chairman would 
he found. 

In the absence of Dr, Eichholz, discussion of matters arising out of the 
Educational Conference at. Manchester was deferred. The Chairman men- 
tioned that Dr. Eichholz had already conveyed the thanks of the Central 
Committee to the Manchester Area Committee for its hospitality and assist - 
ance. It was mentioned that the Central Committee had assumed the entire 
responsibility in regard to the payment of the salary of the Director of Jewish 
Education. 

The estimates for 1928 were presented by Mr. Herbert M. Adler, and 
authority was given to spend £2,820, an increase of £153 over last year.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS A DAYAN. 

A presentation to Dayan Dr. Feldman, on his completion of twenty- 

five years as a Dayan, was made on Wednesday at St. Helen's Court, 

lreat St. Helen’s. Sir Ropert WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., presided. 
There were also present: The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, Lord 
Sweythling, Mrs. A. Feldman, the Rev. I. Goldston, Messrs. 5. Moses, 
M.A., Gustave Tuck, W. Wachman, M. Schiff, 8. Nyman. E.H. Schiff 
and V. Feldman. 

The CHAIRMAN said that important as were the duties of any Dayan 
who sits in judgment in the London Beth Din, they all recognised that 
Dayan Feldman’s services to the community had travelled far beyond 
those immediate duties. In every public religious problem which had 
confronted Angle-Jewry he had always been ready to play an important 
part in helping to find a solution. In the days when there was far less 
appreciation than there was to-day of the vital importance of religious 
education he was one of those pioneers who stimulated the community to 
the sense of its obligations in that vital matter, and there was hardly any 
activity in Jewish religious education throughout the country which did 
not owe something to Dr. Feldman’s advice and guidance given at some 
critical period in its history. In London, and especially in the East and 
the North, where his work had been mainly centred, there was no-one 
who held more securely the affection of their co-religionists who were 
concerned with the welfare of Judaism in this country than Dr. Feldman. 
Sir Robert then presented the Dayan with a silver salver suitably inscribed, 
together with a testimonial. 

The CHIEF RABBI OF THE BritTisH EMPIRE said that Dayan Feldman 
had completed 25 years service for Anglo-Jewry and Judaism at large, 
and he was the first Dayan who had received the larger part of his 
education in this country. During the 25 years during which the Dayan 
had been connected with the Beth Lin its work had grown beyond all 
expectations. It was only by accident that he had read an account 
concerning the Beth Din 50 years ago and the writer told them that the 
Beth Din then met for a half or one and-a-half hours a week and the 
number of cases were very few and strictly ecclesiastical in character 
Now there was no question or problem that it did not deal with—social, 
religious, educational and economic. The work of the Beth Din was not 
always understood; the Press criticised, and it did not help by putting 
before its readers the vital and sacred part of the nature of its work. 
He paid a tribute to Dayan Feldman asa colleague and referred to his 
loyalty, invaluable co-operation, and lasting good he had rendered to 
metropolitan Jewry andthe community at large. 

Dayan FELDMAN expressed his appreciation and thanks, and referred 
to the goodwill and friendship which he had enjoyed throughout his 
career from his friends and colleagues in the community, and to the 
intelligent sympathy and clear understanding from those nearest and 
dearest to him. He recalled some of the more striking lines of progress 
in the religious, educational and social life of Anglo-Jewry traversed 
during the last quarter of a century. During that period the Beth 
Yin had been re-organised in its personzel and largely modernised in 
its administration. HKducation under the #gis of the Jewish War Memorial 
had been centralised and brought up to date in many of its methods, The 


‘Talmud Torah movement had gained at long length due recognition side — 


by side with the Union of Synagogue Classes and the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, as an integral and most vital part of a virile Jewish 
education. The pivotal problem of adequate teachers’ training had 
succeeded in forcing itself upon the Communal Conscience. Jews’ 
College was emerging from its Cinderella-like position to a rightful place 
academically and financially, as it always merited to be scholastically ; 
and side by side with it, the Yeshiba Institution was winning for itself an 
honoured status. He referred to the developments which had occurred in 
the Jewish Literary Societies movement, and to the rapid growth of 
Suburban and outlying Metropolitan Jewries. Yet, though the basis had 
been firmly laid, the work of rational communal construction was in a 
sense only just beginning. Many and urgent were the problems that still 
demanded solution. Among them were the creation of a Jewishly 
educated laity ; and a more independently placed clergy, a need for the 
widening both in duration and scope of the ‘prevailing curriculum of 
Jcwish education ; for the creation of Jewish Schools anda specific Jewish 
teaching profession, trained on a system analogous to that which is at the 
service of the ministerial calling ; and for an adequate supply of popular 
Jewish literature for self-education in the home. There was, further, 
the problem of more comprehensive synagogue and charity co-ordination 
in Anglo-Jewry; a tighter and more constant ‘connection between the 
Condon Beth Din and Provincial authorities, and the provision of much- 
needed and long-overdue opportunities for conference on matters of 
general import which would nip in the bud many latent communal 
troubles. And lastly, he would allude to the task of linking up 
Anglo- with Universal Jewry, with Palestine at the centre, in order to 
create the necessary machinery whereby adjustments between law and 
life might be effected by a single universally recognised authority.

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“Ears and Hearing.’ 


JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTURE. 


At the Whitechapel Art Gallery, Dr. M. Sourasky, F.R.C.5., delivered 
the second Jewish Health Organisation address of this season on “ Ears ani 
Hearing.” Dr. M. D. Eder presided. In the course of his remarks Dr. 
Sourasky, after describing the three parts of the ear, said that it was upon 
the middle ear that the brunt of the burden of disease fell. This delicate 
apparatus for sound conducting is easily damaged and the consequence is 
deafness. Most deafness is of this type and is easily preventable. It is 
practically always the result of trouble in the nose and throat, the reason 
being that the Eustachian tube leads direct from the middle ear to the 
back of the nose. The importance of a healthy nose is therefore obvious, 
Septic tonsils often act in a similar, though not such direct manner. 
Of even greater importance, particularly in children, is the presence of 
adenoids. These lumps of tissue lie over the opening of the Eustachian 
tube and if atall large, tend to block the opening altogether, giving rise to 
another form of deafness—obstructive deafness, The importance of pre. 
ventative treatment is, therefore, obvious. Unfortunately parents do not 
always co-operate with the authorities, often refusing permission for the 
removal of tonsils and adenoids, when the specialists think it necessary. 
Another great source of middle ear infections are the infectious fevers so 
common in childhood. Scarlet fever in particular often leaves such compli. 
cations. Bnt measles too claims its yictims, Infections of the middle ear 
do not merely destroy hearing but carry also great risks to life. If infec. 
tion of the middle ear is not cured in the acute stage it tends to become 
persistent and chronic, the commonest sign being a “discharge from the 
ear.” As deafness is usually not marked the condition is ignored. The 
danger to life arises from the fact that the middle ear is surrounded by 
important structures. If middle ear infection becomes chronic then at 
any time an abscess is likely to set up in any of the neighbouring struc- 
tures. The mortality from these complications is by no means negligible. 
He could not too strongly emphasise that the key-note in the treatment 
of ear conditions is prevention. In the East End of London, particularly, 
a clinic, with an adequate number of beds is urgently wanted if many 
children are to be saved from deafness. Fifty years ago, concluded Dr. 
Sourasky, the Jewish community of this country, through its Deaf and 
Dumb Home, did inestimable pioneer work in the education of the deaf. 


The Health Exhibition, which the Jewish Health Organisation is 
organising at the Whitechapel Art Gallery as part of the Health Week in 
conjunction with the Stepney Borough Council, will be opened by the Right 
Hon. Harry Gosling, M.P., on Monday, January 2nd, at 12 noon, Dr. 
Redcliffe L. Salaman, M,A,, J.P., the President of the Organisation, will 
be in the Chair. The programme of the Health Week and Exhibition 
include lectures, illustrated by cinema films, in the afternoons and 
evenings, at the Limehouse and St. George's Town Halls, at special L.C.C, 
Schools and Infant Welfare Centres. Many of the medical institutions in 
the borough, such as the Light Department of the London Hospital 
and the London Jewish Hospital, will be open to visitors during the week. 
Special facilities will be provided for children’s parties visiting the 
exhibition between the hours 12—1 p.m. and 2—3 p.m.

Jessie Hyams at the new building of the Commercial Road Talmud 
Torah, Christian Street, k., on Sunday. Prior to the ceremony the 
foundation stone of the new building was laid by Mrs. Lionel Drage. 

Councillor ARTHUR Howitt, J.P., the President; said that within 
the next few weeks an appeal would be launched for funds to help them 
complete the Institution. The building would cost £14,000, towards which 
they had collected something like £4,000, mostly in weekly contributions, 
and the Federation of Synagogues had advanced them £2,000 free of 
interest.

“Tae CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE said : 

Throughout the nineteenth century the story of Anglo-Jewry was a 
story of uninterrupted social and political advance. This social and political 
advance was not, however, accompanied by a parallel advance in Jewish 
knowledge, in loyalty and self-sacrifice on behalf of Judaism. The 
balance began to be redressed at the beginning of the twentieth century 
when the Talmud Torah movement was started by men and women who 
truly grasped the Chanucah message—“ Not by might nor by power but 
by My spirit, saith the Lord.” There were now twenty-two Talmud 
Torahs in existence, with 4,000 Jewish children who learned Judaism at 
its source, Chumesh, Bible, Mishna and Talmud, and were given a right 
and intimate knowledge of the Hebrew language...

PROTESTS AGAINST ROUMANIAN OUTRAGES. 


FORESHADOWED ALIENS LEGISLATION.

A report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was presented. 

In nomérous reports in the general press of a proposed organisation of a 
* Commission for the Better Understanding of the Churches,’ it stated the pro- 
moter has been referred to.as a member of the Board. He is, in fact, a Deputy, 
and the Committee urge Deputies to avoid, as far as lies in their power, the 
association of the Board’s name with schemes of which it has no cognisance. 

The Committee resolved to apply to the Council of Jews’ College for 
permission to hold all meetings of Committees at Jews’ College. 


Mr. H. NEWMAN (Edinburgh) rose to make an explanation in con- 
nection with the paragraph drawing attention to the improper use of the 
Board’s name. What actually happened, said Mr. Newman, was that 
some newspapers had printed interviews with him, a few of which 
were not quite accurate. In these interviews, it was stated that he was 
@ member of the Board of the Deputies. Surely that was not an improper 
use of the Board’s name’? Mr. Newman said there were also other 
inaccuracies in the paragraph. For instance, he was not the actual 
promoter of the organisation. 


Aliens Legislation. 
Mr. Percy CoHEN (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) said 


that the time was rapidly approaching when this Government, or any 
succeeding Government, would introduce a consolidating Aliens Bill, and 


this seemed to have been indicated by the discussion in the House of 


Commons last week. His object in rising was to make the suggestion 
that if there was to be such a Bill—in his opinion it would come before 
long—the Board ought to be prepared with its policy. As far as he could 
see the Board had no definite policy. 

Mr; M. J. LANDA (Leeds Old), referring to the debate in the House 
of Commons last week, said that for the first time Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks had indicated in the House of Commons that he was prepare to 


listen to amendments. 
Mr. JOSEPH PRaG, J.P. (Brondesbury), said that he was glad that the 


Home Secretary had invited suggestions from those who were competent 
to give them amd he thought that the Board ought not to refuse to accept 
the responsibility of coming forward and saying they wanted, among other 
things, the right of asylum for those fleeing from religious or politigal 

Mr. B. 8: StRAvs,'J.P. (East London) said that it would be desirable 
for the Aliens Committee to select asmall Sub-Committee to go into the 


details of the subjects. 
Support for thé suggestion to form a Committee to take the matter 


up at once came also’from Mr. MicHAEL Levy (Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies), who qualified his support by the further suggestion 
that if Mr. Ernst Schiff, Chairman-of the Comfitittee, gave an assurance 
that his Committee would take the matter up wholeheartedly, Mr. Cohen 
should withdraw his suggestion. 

8: FrivpurGH, M.P. (Manchester, North) expressed gratification 
at the fact that the Home Office was much more sympathetic to their 

casé than it-used to be. 

In the course Of his remarks, Mr. ERNST ScHirr, M.B.E. (Southend 
and Westcliff), reférring to the question of the shortage of labour, asked 
those memibérs Who were connected with Jewish trades or Jewish trade 
unions to céllectievideree to show that such a shortage existed. 
Col. Cuas.: WaLEY COHEN (Central) suggested that if the Aliens Com-

agreed to. 


After some discussion on the “ King of Kings” film, which is given 
elsewhere in this issue, the Report was adopted. 

The following was included in the Report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee : 


Owing to the severe censorship enforced by the Roumanian Government, 
no authentic information regarding the anti-Semitic outrages in Oradea Mare 
and Cluj, in Transylvania, is obtainable. There can, however, be no doubt that 
the alarming reports received irom non-Rowmanian sources are far from 
exaggerated. This is perhaps most strikingly shown by a telegram which the 
Committee has received from Mr. Titulescu, the Roumanian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in reply to an en uiry they addressed to him on the 19th 
instant. The serious view taken by Mr. Titulescu and the measures adopted 
by the Government for the punishment of the guilty confirm the impression 
that the outbreaks were on a very large scale, and that there was great destruc- 
tion of property. The text of Mr. Titalescu’s telegram is annexed. The Com- 
mittee feel confident that Mr. Titulescu, who has many appreciative friends in 
London, will use his great influence to make the spirit of his telegram a ruling 
force in the policy of his Government towards the Jews. For the moment they 
can only take note of his assurances and await their falfilment. They have, 


however, not failed to communicate Mr. Titulescu's telegram to the League 
of Nations. 


_ Among other questions considered by the Committee were the precarious 
situation of the Jews in Turkey and the new Guild and Handicraft Law in 
Poland. Further enquiries are being made, more especially with a view to 
obtaining some relief for the Russo-Jewish refugees in Constantinople, who are 
threatened with expulsion. 


.The telegram from Mr. Titulescu, Roumanian Foreign Minister, to 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, is given under Roumanian News, elsewhere in this 
issue. } 

The report was moved, in the absence of Mr. Lucien Wolf, by 
Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, J.P. 

Mr. J. BOLLOTEN (Manchester, Hightown), in the course of a 
passionate outburst against the Roumanian atrocities, declared that 
Roumania had been tolerating anti-Semitic propaganda for years. They 
could not stand still and witness these terrible persecutions, waiting until 
conditions improved internally. THE JEWISH CHRONICLE was convinced 
that if there was any remedy for these conditions it was not to be found 
outside Roumania. He asked them, in view of their experience, from where 
was that remedy to come inside the country. 

“There seems to me to be a tendency as soon as a telegram is received 
from a Minister to expressour very grateful appreciation to him and to think 
that everything will be all right,” said Mr. MARCUS LIPTON (North Shields). 
It was not by such methods that anything would be done to mitigate the 
intolerable state of affairs which existed in Roumania at the present time. 
And if they examined the telegram about which the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee seemed to be so satisfied they would, he thought, have considerable 
ground for dissatisfaction. The trouble in Oradea Mare and Cluj was 
attributed to the work of foreign agents. That, of course, was 4 very easy 
argument that was always used in such a case. 

Opposition to any drastic and precipitate action was raised by 
Mr. A. 8. DIAMOND, M.A. (Pontypridd), who said he understood that the 
Jews of Roumania bad on more than one occasion declared definitely that 
they did not want application made to the League of Nations. 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAicHs&s (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) said that there 
could be no doubt that the happenings in Roumania were much worse 
than the telegram suggested. in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE they read that 
there had been four deaths. The question was what could effectively be 
done in order not to make matters worse. The previous night he 
had written a letter to the Chief Rabbi suggesting to him the advisa- 
bility of proclaiming a special Day of Prayer for the Roumanian Jews. 
Sach a step, he thought, would not only show the world that they felt 
deeply for their brethren in Roumania, but it might also have a political 
effect and impress the English people. ’ 

Mr. LANDA: Would it not be advisable on the part of this Board to 
send faller information tothe British Government and to tell them that 
this Board and the Jewish community of this country is anxious to do 
its utmost to learn the fullest facts ? 

_ The PRESIDENT said that there was a very serious tension between 
Hungary and Roumania and a good deal of the news that had been 
received had come from Hungarian sources. The League of Nations had 
been kept informed by them of the telegram which they had received 
from Mr. Titulescu and of the situation as they knew it. He suggested 
with all due deference to the movers of the motion that the paragraph 
should be accepted in its present form. 
Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C. @ederation of Synagogues): I am beginning 


to wonder what is the use of the Jewish Board of Deputies to the Jews 


at all. Pressure, said Mr. Davis, was now being brought to bear on Mr. 
Gaventa to withdraw his motion. 

Dr. DAICHES strongly resented this allegation saying that no pressure 
whatever was being resorted to. 

There were cries of ‘‘ vote ’’ and the President then read the following 
motion in the name of Mr. Gaventa: 

That in the opinion of this Board the Joint Foreign Committee should be 


urged to consider the advisability. of convening a public meeting of protest 
against the oppression of Jews in Roumania. 


The motion was defeated by a large majority. .

-The Legal Position of the Jewess. 
Under the auspices of the Council for the Amelioration of the Legal 
Position of the Jewess, a well-attended mecting was held on Thursday in 
last week at 14, Ho'land Park Rva! (the residence of Mrs. it. B. Solomon). 
Mrs. ERNEST LESSER, the President, who was in the chair, explained 
that the Council had been formed some five years ago in order to bring 
about better conditions for Jewesses,who were at present labouring 
under certain serious legal disabilities. It was entirely composed of 
orthodox communal workers, some Zionist and some non-Zionist, who 
were working in unison to secure the desired results by methods which 
were in harmony with the spirit of Traditional Judaism. The particular 


~ eases which the Council had at present in mind were those of young 


widows who were dcomed to perpetual widowhood because their husbands 
had disappeared in the war, or later (for Jewish law did not allow them 
to presume death); others had obtained a civil divorce, because their 


‘husbands were utterly unfit for married life, yet re-marriage was 


impossible in Jewish law, because the men would not give them a Jewish 
Bill of Divorce. There were further legal disabilities which entailed con- 
The position was ofien made worse 
by failure to register family events, a precaution often neglected 
for want of a better knowledge of the law of the land of their 
adoption, but one which had unfortunately sometimes been impossible. 
Mrs. Lesser then reported on the recent work of the Council, which had 
moved rapidly. The Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers. she said, 
had adopted a resolution asking the Chief Rabbinate of this country-to 
take the initial step (throngh the Chief Rabbinate in Jerusalem), in order to 
convene a Universal Rabbinical Assembly. Such a body could do much 
to help their women. She proposed the following resolution : 


That this meeting expresses the hope that the resolution adopted by the 
Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers may fructify. Further, it calls upon 
orthodox Jews and Jewesses in all lands to prosper this endeavour. 


‘In seconding the resolution, Miss Hands said that, at the Inter- 
national Conference of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women she had emphasised the fact that the great Rabbis of the past 
had often found it possible to improve the legal status of women. There 
was nothing to prevent further measures in that direction nowadays; but 
it must be shown to be the will of the Jewish people, and women could 
help to create public opinion. 

Mrs. Ida Briscoe, who had represented the Council at the Conference 
of the Women’s Internationa) Zionist Organisation at Basle,reported that 
fhe had moved a similar resolution at that Conference. It had been 
unanimously carried.

heel steak, 1) Two onions. 


Two carrots. Salt and pepper. 
Half head of éeléry: Cooked macaroni. 

PREPARE the vegetables and cut into thin slices. Cut up the meat, 
and lightly fry in a Iftt¥e dripping; then put in a saucepan. Add the 
vegetables, salt and pepper, and.pour over enough stock or water to 
cover. Simmer until the meat is tender. Then take out the meat and 
keep hot. Rub the vegetables through a sieve, return to the gravy, and 
bring to the boil. Pour over the steak, and put a border of boiled 
macaroni around. 


Haricot Multon. 


Neck of mutton, 2) Ibs. Four small onions. 

Dripping, 2 ozs. Parsley. 

IMonr, oz. Smal! tin of Heinz baked beans. 
Diced carrots, 4 iinietniihe, Sait, pepper, nutmeg. 

Diced turnips, 4 tablespoonfals. Water, 2 pints. 


‘Cur the mutton into neat pieces, and remove any superfluous fat. 
Melt the dripping, and fry the meat quickly until lightly browned. 
Remove the meat, add the sliced onions, and fry-a golden brown. Then 
stir in the flour, and when brown add the watcr and bring to boiling point. 
Add salt and pepper and'adnst of nutmeg. Put the meat in a casserole 
with the prepared vegetables and two or three sprigs of parsley; add 
the beans, and pour the.sauce over. Cook in a moderate oven for one- 
and-d-half hours. Remove the pereney: skim the fat off the top, and 
serve in the casserole.

Two bunches of leeks. 
Stock, 2 quarts. 
Margarine, 1 oz. 


WASH the leeks free of grit and trim them, removing all the green ; 
then cut into pieces an inch long. Add the stock, salt and pepper to 
taste, and boil for an hour. Then rub through a sieve. Melt the 
margarine in a saucepan, stir in the flour, then gradually add the leek 
purée and stir till boiling. Simmer for fifteen minutes, and serve very hot.

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The “King of Kings” Film. 
Strong Jewish Protest. 

At the meeting of the Deputies on Sunday, Mr. H. Newman raised 
the matter of the film ‘The King of Kings” how being. shown at the 
Covent Garden Opera House and asked whether the President was 
prepared to say anything on the matter. There were several cries that 
it was not the business of the Board, whereupon Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., 
said he intended to put a question to the Chairman of the Theatres and 
Music Halls Committee of the London County Council on the following 
Tuesday. This Committee was responsible for thedicence of the film. The 
question would be as follows: ‘“ That seeing thaintense feeling that has 
arisen among .a}l classes of the community following the. presentation of 
the film “The King of Kings” at the Royal-Opera Heuse; Covent Garden, 
will she (the Chairnran) arrange for a private view of the film for 
‘the members of the Council in order that they may come to a 
decision regarding the advisability of publicly showing the film and the 
Council meanwhile~to arrange for the film not to- be presented to 
the public.” Mr. Davis said that seeing the prejudice in the minds of 
some non-Jews regarding the crucifixion, nothing should be done which 
would tend to foster that feeliag. Mr.-8: Cohen, a Deputy representing 
North-West Loudon, asked whether they were not giving too much 
prominence to this film. | 

When Councillor M: H.. Davis, L.C.C., brought the. matter up at a 
meeting of the Theatres and Music Is: Committee of the L.C.C., Miss 
Rosamund Smith, the Chaiiman of that body, replied that the film was 
licensed under the powers which the Councib:possessed; and that Mr. 
Davis was himself a member of the Con:mitteo” responsible for the 
licensing of the film. Later, Councillor Davis told a Jewisu CHRONICLE 
representative: ‘‘What I object to is the portraying on the screen, so that 
it can reach unlimited numbers ofthe public, of the crucifixion of Christ 
by the Jews. That is really what I had in mind,” He intended, he said, 
to raise the matter again unless the film, in the meantime, “ fizzled out.” 
‘Itis perfectly true,” ho explained, “that I am a member of the 
Theatres and Music Halls Committee, which is responsible for the 
licensing .of all films in the London area. But the Theatres and Music 
Halis Committee has a special Sub-Committee whose duties include the 
viewing of films. I am not a member of that Sub-Committee. Out of 
courtesy, at times, members of the whole of the Committee are invited to 
private views.” Mr. Davis said that the full Committce.were invited to see 
“The King of Kings,” but he did not go. “It was not so much my duty to 
go to see it,” he said, “ because I am not a member of the Sub-Committee.” 
Asked whether he did. not think that the Deputies ought to have taken 
the matter up; Mr. Davis replied: “Certainty! I really believe that the 
Deputies seem to be afraid to take part in any matter whereby they may 
come into contact with existing authorities. Naturaily, if we are always 
to be on the right side of the authorities then there is no necessity for the 
existence of the Board. It is only because authorities may do things 
prejudicial to Jewish interests that the Board is required at all and from 
this point of view I should like to sec the Board of Deputies—which is to 
be re-elected in the near future—composed of those who will be prepared 
to take up Jewish questions vigorously and energetically.‘ Councillor 
Davis had a chat with the Chairman of the Theatres Committee regarding 
“The King of Kings.” Mr. Davis put the Jewish point of view to Miss 
Smith, who very much regretted that there was anything in the film 
which hurt the susceptibitities of. the Jewish:people. .

The annual distribution of prizes to pupils of the Hebrew Schools 
was held on Sunday. The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A. presided. The pro- 
ceedings opened with the singing of Psalm 100 by the school choir. In 
presenting a report of the school's activities during the year, the Chair- 
man said the results had been very heartening. With regard to the 
secular work, their children had been most successful in competitions 
with other schools for higher schools examinations.. Out of nine candi- 
dates for the grammar school examinations six had been successful. One 
of their pupils, Norman Solomon, had been top of all Birmingham pupils 
in this examination. Ont of. 701 pupils who sat for the admission 
examination to the Aston Commercial School, the Hebrew School sent 
two, both of whom were successful, Simon Goodkin coming top in the 
examination. Dr. Cohen reported that the religious instruction had 
also maintained its high standard. They had now just under 300 
pupils in the schools. He appealed to parents to send their children 
to the Hebrew Schools and. mentioned a further Barsary (to enable 
children to take full advantage of four years’ course at a higher 


school) which had been made possible by the receipt of a generous. 


donation from the Executors of the late Mr. Sydney AllLury. Dr. 
Cohen referred to the coming crisis in the schools, the old school 
being condemned. Schemes, he said. were now in formation for the 
altering of the infants’ schools to accommodate both upper and lower 
departments, so that the Hebrew School-, which had been in existence 
for over eighty years, should be continued. Mrs. H. Joseph, wife of the 
Treasurer of the Congregation, distributed the prizes. ©n the motion of 
Mr. A. Albury, seconded by Mr. L. A. Dight, a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the teaching staff,to which Mr. L. J. Libgott, Headmaster, responded. 
In moving a vote of thanks to the Rey. L'r. A. Cohen, Mr. E. P. Hollander, 
President of the Congregation, explained the reasons why the Council of 
the Congregation and others had agreed that the continuance of the 
existence of the Hebrew Schools was a vital necessify to the future well- 
being of the community. He had been told there was a certain amount 
of opposition among a section of the community, but he ventured to.think 
that when the time came, they would find Birmingham Jewry still united, 
and the necessary funds for the project would be speedily forthcoming.

CCCCXXIV.— Holiness, 


My DEAR Covusty. 


That the ethical code embodied in the 19th chapter of Leviticus must 
find universal admiration by reason of its hich appeal isa troism. Bat 
more remarkable even than the prescriptions thetuselves is the introduc- 
tion tothe whole: “ Ye shall be holy, for I, the Lord your. God, am holy.” 
Holy is'one of the words in all languages which has fallen from its high 
estate. In its simplest meaning it denotes a condition of entire goodness 
and absence of evil; a setting aside or separation from what is common. 
This must have been the prevalent view as far back as the times of the 
Talmud, in which TAM Swi (‘Ye shall be holy") is understood as 
meaning TAN Ye shall be separate ”), 

How the word has been misused! One recalls the Holy Alliance (in 
1815) which was anything but holy, ov the Holy League (in 1511), which 
had as little justification for the use of the adjective as its later political 
combination. Possibly the worst degradation of the word was its appli- 
cation to the Inquisition: the Holy Office sought to satiate the awful 
bigotry of its members for some six centuries, Then there was the Holy 
Roman Empire, of which one wag has said that it was neither 
holy, nor Roman, nor an Empire; the Holy See, the Holy Father 
(who is normally described as His Holiness), and the Holy City 
—Jerusalem for Jews and Gentiles, Rome for Roman Catholics, 
Mecca and Medina for Moslems, Moscow and Kieff for members 
of the orthodox -Russian Church, and Allahabad and Benares for 
Hindus. How often in the history of human progress has the word 
been invoked to describe conduct or policy which an unprejudiced exami- 
nation must have shown to be entirely evil. Did a politician desire to 
stir his countrymen to revenge? He talked of a “sacred duty.” Wasa 
priest intent ou riveting a false creed still more tightly on the faithful? 
Passionately he commended our “holy faith.” 

Yet though the word may have been misused, its original meaning, 
whether in Hebrew or in English, continues as a concept of great value. 
Holiness, or the hallowing of life, is the purpose of all ethical teaching ; 

the creeds differ only in their approach. For the Jew the interpretation 
of holiness has been one of the problems of his existence, and his view has 
‘been moulded in the course of ages. The Church may have interpreted 
- sholiness in terms of saving the immortal soul of every Christian. Occa- 
sionally this was bound up with the doctrine of belief, faith, vicarious 
atonement, Heaven, Hell and Purgatory, and what not; in some cases it 
‘was expressed in the mortification of the flesh and in the manufacture of 
saints like Simon Stylites, whose great virtue was that for many years he 
stood on a pillar. The Jewish conception differed fundamentally from all 
this ; the Jew concentrated on the life that man must lead in the —~ 
and he invented ways and meaus for its sanctification. . 

The Sabbath will serve as an excelent illustration of how the feat 
was accomplished. The Sabbath is but one day of the week, precisely 
like the other six. It isof the same duration, subject to the same climatic 
influences, in fact an ordinary strétch of twenty- four hours. Custom and 
legislation, however, have transformed this ordinary twenty-four hours 
into something separate and apart, different from the other six stretches 
of twenty-four hours which compose the remainder of the week: Those 
who are acquainted with the Jewish Sabbath at its best will recall that it 
was a festive day, a day of joy and gladness,a day which lifted those 
who observed it into a higher and rarer atmosphere. . They felt different 
on that day ; in the ,poetic rabbinic conception they had an additional 
soulon the Sabhath which lent an added grace and charm to this particular 
day. The day began on the previous evening, and though many pens 
have attempted to convey the holiness of the Hebrews” Friday night, 
words somehow fail to give it adequate expression, It must be seen 
and lived to be comprehended. There can be nop question that the Jewish 
‘Babbath, with its dignity and grace, its sweetness and spirituality, — 
‘practical illustration of the Jewish conception of-holiness. 240° 

Itis the same with the Jewish festivals. How they contrast with the 
conception of holidays in, shall we say, Pagan Reme or Christian Ameyica. 
You will remember Zangwill’s contrast as he wrote of the Seder night in 
his “ Children of the Ghetto.”

It may be said that the whole legal system, elaborated in the Talmud 
and sammarised in the Codes, has for its purpose the working out of the 
art and science of holiness in every department of life, the highest ag 
well as the lowest, the most important as well as the least significant, 
that which is included in the intellectual life equally with what is 
understood by the physical life. As the Talmud itself declares, 
the Commandments are intended only for the refinement of mankind 
773 ND). Indeed the Torah gives expression to 
“That ye may remember and.do all My Commandments 
so that ye may he holy unto your God.” The Talmud takes the same 
standpoint, and boldly these words in the mouth of God: “Tt you 


make yourselves holy, I regard that as though you were hallowing fo.” 
Perhaps the English poet bad some such thought in his mind whca he 
wrote the famous lines: 
 Self-knowledge, seit. -reveronce, self-control}, 
These threo aione lead life to sovereign power.” ; 

In a perfect world all Jews would understand these simple clement. 
of holiness. ‘They would appreciate that the rules and regulations ara 
not ends in themselves, that indeed in themselves they are of little worth. 
Their great purpose is the goal to which they lead, and that goa! is holi- 
ness. But as we live in an imperfect world, it comes about that come 
Jews, not seeing the wood for the trees, stress the rules as thoug! they 
were ends in themselves. Ritual Weliness may be one stage on the way 
to the higher holiness which is the object of all ethics; but ritual holiness 
is by some people made an end in itself. Take a simpic illustration. Tho 
sheitet (“the ritual wig”) is an intelligible institution ; the theory of it is 
Clear and its aim no less. But when the end in view is forgotten, tho 
institution itself becomes comic. In this connection a fact of importancs 
emerges. All Jews aim at holiness in life. Some flad goodness and help 
towards this end in the practice of all the old prescriptions, including 
even the sieitel. But it must be admitted that with the development of 
society, the growth of knowledge and the extension of culture, it is po<sible 
to aim at, and even attain to, holiness in life without the assistance of 
the old rules and regulations, excellent though these have beer 
in the past, and excellent though they still may be for some 
people. Similarly the holiness applied to synagogues, prayer books or 
Torah scrolls, while it is evident that they were intended to serve 2 
useful purpose, were again not ends in themselves, as some people fondly 
imagine, but only means toanend. That end it is that matters; that 
end, which is the highest recommendation of Judaism, in that it seeks to 
provide a practical guide to holiness, personal and social. Applied to men 
holiness means that which embodies spiritual perfection, unimpaired 
innocence or virtue, purity in heart, freedom from sin. Applied to Gad 
the word denotes to have the character which invokes reverence and 
adoration. By hallowing the commonplace, by raising the everyday life 
on to a higher plane, Judaism holds up holiness as an ideal for man, and 
urges man to imitate God, Who, in the Jewish conception, is the highest 
expression of holiness. .

_ ‘The annual distribution of prizes to pupils of the Hebrew Schools 
was held on Sunday. The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A. presided. The pro- 
ceedings opened with the singing of Psalm 100 by theschool choir. In 
presenting a report of the school's activities during the year, the Chair- 
man said the results had been very heartening. With regard to the 
secular work, their children had been most successful in competitions 
with other schools for higher schools examinations.. Out of nine candi- 
dates for the grammar school examinations six had been successful. One 
of their pupils, Norman Solomon, had been top of all Birmingham pupils 
in this examination. Ont of. 701 pupils who sat for the admission 
examination to the Aston Commercial School, the Hebrew School sent 
two, both of whom were successful, Simon Goodkin coming top in the 
examination. Dr. Cohen reported that the religions instruction had 
also maintained its high standard. They had now just under 300 
pupils in the schools, He appealgd to parents to send their children 
to the Hebrew Schools and .mentioned a further Barsary (to enable 
children to take full advantage of four years’ course at a higher 
school) which had been made possible by the receipt of a generous. 
donation from the Executors of the late Mr. Sydney Altury. Dr. 
Cohen referred to the coming crisis in the schools, the old school 
being condemned. Schemes, he said. were now in formation for the 
altering of the infants’ schools to accommodate both upper and lower 
departments, so that the Hebrew Schools, which had been in existence 
for over eighty years, should be continued. Mrs. H. Joseph, wife of the 
Treasurer of the Congregation, distributed the prizes. On the motion of 
Mr. A. Albury, seconded by Mr. L. A. Dight, a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the teaching staff,to which Mr. L. J. Libgott, Headmaster, responded. 
{n moving a vote of thanks to the Rey. I’r. A. Cohen, Mr. E. P. Hollander, 
President of the Congregation, explained the reasons why the Council of 
the Congregation and others had agreed that the continuance of the 
existence of the Hebrew Schools was a vital necessity to the future well- 
being of the community. He had been told there was a certain amount 
of opposition among a section of the community, but he ventured to-think 
that when the time came, they would find Birmingham Jewry still united, 
and the necessary funds for the project would be speedily forthcoming. 
tn responding, Dr. Cohen said he was indebted to the lay heads of the 
community for interesting themselves in the matter. Much preliminary 
work had been accomplished in fifteen months, and schemes would be 
submitted to the community in the near future. They were not going to 
ask for £8,000, however, for the schools alone. It had been decided that 
the provision of a Communal Hall where the Jewish youth could meet in 
Jewish surroundings, was also an essential need, and the community was to 
be asked to provide £20,000 toenable the two schemes to be carried out.

This must have been the prevalent view as far back as the times of the 
Talmud, in which TAM Swi (‘Ye shall be holy”) is understood as 
meaning TAM Ye shall be separate ”). 

How the word has been misused! One recalls the Holy Alliance (in 
1815) which was anything but holy, or the Holy League (in 1511), which 
had as little justification for the use of the adjective as its later political 
combination. Possibly the worst degradation of the word was its appH- 
cation to the Inquisition: the Holy Office sought to satiate the awful 
bigotry of its members for some six centuries, Then there was the Holy 
Roman Empire, of which one wag. has said that it was neither 
holy, nor Roman, nor an Empire; the Holy See, the Holy Father 
(who is normally described as His Holiness), and the Holy City 
—Jerusalem for Jews and Gentiles, Rome for Roman Catholics, 
Mecca and Medina for Moslems, Moscow dnd Kieff for members 
of the orthodox Russian Church, and Allahabad and Benares for 
Hindus. How often in the history of human progress has the word 
been invoked to describe conduct or policy which an unprejudiced exami- 
nation must have shown to be entirely evil. Did a politician desire to 
stir his countrymen to revenge? He talked of a “sacred duty.” Wasa 
priest intent on riveting a false creed still more tightly on the faithful? 
Passionately he commended our “holy faith.” 

Yet though the word may have been misused, its original meaning, 
whether in Hebrew or in English, continues as a concept of great value. 
Holiness, or the hallowing of life, is the purpose of all ethical teaching ; 
the creeds differ only in their approach. For the Jew the interpretation 
of holiness has been one of the problems of his existence, and his view has 
‘been moulded in the course of ages. The Church may have interpreted 
*holiness in terms of saving the immortal soul of every Christian. Occa- 
sionally this was bound up with the doctrine of belief, faith, vicarious 
atonement, Heaven, Hell and Purgatory, and what not; in some cases it 
was expressed in the mortification of the flesh and in the manufacture of 
saints like Simon Stylites, whose great virtue was that for many years he 
stood on a pillar. The Jewish conception differed fundamentally from all 
this ; the Jew concentrated on the life that man must lead in the vo 
and he invented ways and means for its sanctification. ; 

The Sabbath will serve as an excellent illustration of how the feat 
was accomplished. The Sabbath is but ene day of the week, precisely 
like the other six. It isof the same duration, subject to the same climatic 
infinences, in fact an ordinary strétch of twenty- four hours. Custom and 
legislation, however, have transformed this ordinary twenty-four hours 
into something separate and apart, different from the other six stretches 
of twenty-four hours which compose the remainder of the week: Those 
‘who are acquainted with the Jewish Sabbath at its best will recall that it 
was a festive day, a day of joy and gladness,a day which lifted those 
who observed it into a higher and rarer atmosphere. . They felt different 
on that day ; in the ,poetic rabbinic conception they had an additional 
sonl on the Sabhath which lent an added grace and charm to this particular 
day. The day began on the previous evening, and though many. pens 
have attempted to convey the holiness of the Hebrews” Friday night, 
words somehow fail to give it adequate expression, It must be seen 
and lived to be comprehended. There can be no question that the Jewish 
‘Babbath, with its dignity and grace, its sweetness and spirituality, is @ 
‘practical illustration of the Jewish coneeption of-holiness.. 

_ Itis the same with the Jewish festivals. How they contrast with the 
conception of holidays in, shall we say, Pagan Reme or Christian Ameyica. 
You will remember Zangwill’s contrast as he wrote of the Seder night in 
his “ Children of the Ghetto.” 


“ Prosaic miles of street stretch all around, 
/ Astir with restless hurried life, 
And seer by arches that with thunderous trains resound, 
ane throbbing wires that gatvanise the land ;

It is just this contrast of gin palaces and happy homes, of noisy 


motoring éxpeditions and yuiet calm, of papular rewdiness in the vicinity 
of a gypsy fair on Bank Holiday and the refreshing peace of a Jewish 
Yomtobd evening. The Jew has clearly evolved an expression of holiness 
which is unique. But then that is his métier. 

It may be said that the whole legal system, elaborated in the Talmud 
and summarised in the Codes, has for its purpose the working out of the 
art.and science of holiness in every department of life, the highest ag 
well as the lowest, the most important as well as the least significant, 
that which is incladed in the intellectual life equally with what is 
uiderstood by the physical life. As the Talmud itself declares, 
the Commandments are intended only for the refinement of mankind 
pia Nd). Indeed the Torah gives expression to 
this very idea : “That ye may remember and do all My Commandments 
#0 that ye may be holy unto your God.” The Talmud takes the same 
standpoint, and bedldly these words im the mouth of God: “ Tf you 


make yourselves holy, I regard that as though you were hallowing sie.” 
Perhaps the English poet bad some such thought in his mind whcn he 
wrote the famous linos : 
“ Self-knowledge, self-reveronce, self-contro}, 
These threo aione lead life to sovereign power 

In a perfect world all Jews would understand these sim ake elem ents 
of holiness. ‘They would appreciate that the rules and regulations aro 
not ends in themselves, that indeed in themselves they are of little worth. 
Their great purpose is the goal to which they lead, and that goa! is holi- 
ness. But as we live in an imperfeet world, it comes about that some 
Jews, not seeing the wood for the trees, stress the rules as thoug! they 
were ends in themselves. Ritual teliness may be one stage on the way 
to the higher holiness which is the object of all ethics ; but ritual holiness 
is by some people made an end in itself. Take a simple illustration. Tho 
sheitet (“the ritual wig”) is an intelligible institution ; the theory of it is 
clear and its aim no less. But when the end in view is forgotten, tho 
institution itself becomes comic. In this connection a fact of importance 
emerges. All Jews aim at holiness in life. Some flad goodness and help 
towards this end in the practice of all the old prescriptions, including 
even the sheitel. But it must be admitted that with the development of 
society, the growth of knowledge and the extension of culture, it is po-sible 
to aim at, and even attain to, holiness in life without the assistance of 
the old rules and regulations, excellent though these have beer 
in the past, and excellent though they still may be for some 
people. Similarly the holiness applied to synagogues, prayer books or 
Torah scrolls, while it is evident that they were intended to serve 2 
useful purpose, were again not ends in themselves, as some people fondly 
imagine, but only means toanend. That end it is that matters; that 
end, which is the highest recommendation of Judaism, in that it seeks to 
provide a practical guide to holiness, personal and social. Applied to men 
holiness means that which embodies spiritual perfection, unimpaired 
innocence or virtue, purity in heart, freedom from sin. Applied to Gad 
the word denotes to have the character which invokes reverence and 
adoration. By hallowing the commonplace, by raising the everyday life 
on to a higher plane, Judaism holds up holiness as an ideal for man, aud 
urges man to imitate God, Who, in the Jewish conception, is the highest 
expression of holiness.

(THE AUTHOR IN INTERVIEW), 


HEN I saw Dr. Feuchtwanger, who was recently on a visit 
to England (writes a representative of THE Jewish 
CHRONICLE), he had not yet completely recovered from 

an attack of influenza which he had contracted during 

his stay in this country, which comets him to cancel his 
attendance at a large number of the functions at which he would 
otherwise have been present. ™ 


Let me preface the interview by giving just a few i 
of the man himself. ee 


You are not long in his presence before you realise that 


_ Feuchtwanger is a remarkable little man: nor is it very long 


before you become aware that one of his outstanding characteristics 


- is sincerity—a sincerity which is so evident in. his writing. He 
- hates humbug, brings into broad perspective any subject which he 


is discussing, and leaves no doubt at all that any opinion which he 


_ @xpresses is the result of deep and earnest conviction and of close 


observation of human nature. He ig also by nature an extremely 
sympathetic man. 

_ Pale faced, with his hair carefully brushed back, you cannot 
fail to be struck bythe exceptionally well shaped forehead, the keen, 
piercing eyes, and the strong, firm mouth. In conversation he is 


concise and direct. He does not mince matters, and replies to 
Questions with readiness and confidence, 


Dr. Feuchtwanger told me that he had received many invitations to 
come to this country, but the real object of his visit was a business one 
in connection with his new book, “ The Ugly Duchess.” 

“IT have seen so many people since I arrived in this country,” he said 
to me in broken English, “that I have hardly seen anything of London.” 

I asked him to what he attributed the signal success which his book, 
* Jew Siiss” has achieved. 

“I do not know,” wasthereply. ‘“ The success of a book is dependent 
On so many things. I think itis absolutely impossible to say.” 

I gathered, however, from what Dr. Feuchtwanger told me subse-. 


quently that it was, in his view, due to the fact that the book made those | 


who read it feel—in other words, that its characters were real and alive 
In Germany, he added, his second novel, ‘The Ugly Duchess,” with a 
medieval setting, had been acclaimed even more enthusiastically than 
“ Jew Siiss,” which in his opinion was, however, the ‘better book of the 
two. 

In reply to a question, Dr. Feuchtwanger observed : 

“T have seen too little of the English Jew to generalise, but from what 
I have seen of him I think that he has less of the Ghetto spirit in him 
than the German Jew. From the social aspect I do not see any difference 
between the English Jew and his non-Jewish neighbour, whereas in 
Germany there are noticeable differences between Jews and non-Jews, 
principally in Society life. In London, so far ‘as I am able to judge, there 


-is absolutely no difference atall. But two weeks do not really allow of 


any accurate judyment upon the point. I also think that in England 
there are fewer conversions to Christianity than among German Jews. 

“ Unfortunately,” proceeded Dr. FeuchtwWanger, “although it was 
always my intention to see East End Jewry, I have not been able to. I 
was anxious to see Zangwill’s Ghetto in the life, and besides there are two 
photographers in Whitechapel named in each case “Joseph Siiss,” 


- who wanted to photograph me because they have the same name 


as the hero of my novel. But I have not been in Whitechapel.” 

When would he come back’ Well, it was his intention to be back 
again when “Jew Siiss” is played, with Matheson Lang in the title rdle. 
He hoped that he would, during his next visit, Be able to explore London, 


_ and that the Weather Clerk would treat him more considerately than had 
been the case on his first visit. 


The conversation next turned to the subject of anti-Semitism. “In 
Germany,” said Dr. Feuchtwanger, “there was always anti-Semitism. 
In England the relationship existing between the Jew and the Christian 
is better than in Germany.” Incidentally, the author of “Jew 
Siiss” mentioned that he thought President. Hindénburg was neither 
anti, nor pro-Jewish. Berlin and the other big German cities were not 
anti-Semitic. Berlin had more Jews in proportion to the population than 
London. It was really only in the small towns in Germany that there 
was anti-Semitic feeling, because the inhabitants did mot know the Jews. 

“We have, all in all, forty-six big towns with more than 100,000 
inhabitants in each, and all these towns are without any anti-Semitism, 
with the exception of only .a little official anti-Semitism, but not much to 

He had been in Munich, added Dr. Feuchtwanger, during thetime when 
itiwas really dangerous to be there, owing to the outbreak of anti-Semitism, 
when it was found necessary to call out the,police. Munich had only 
12,000 Jews out of a population of 750,000 inhabitants. This was a very 
small number, and as the Jews in Munich did not wield any great economic 
influence, it was strange that there should be so much feeling against 
Jews there. There was no visible reason for it, but it was simply due 


to ths stupidity of the populace. 


“In my opinion,” said Dr, Feuchtwanger, “it would be better if J ews 
did not take too much notice of anti-Semites. We must not take too 
much notice of the Jew-haters, because if we do we make them feel too 
important. 

“T donot like political chauvinism or jingdism,” said Dr. Feuchtwanger 


‘to our representative, who asked himif he favoured Zionism. “I do not 
like Jewish jingoism, as I do not like English or Russian jingoism. But, in 


@ cultural sense, I certainly am a Zionist, and I have, in. this connection, 


helped in Zionist. work, . I have brothers and sisters who are Zionists.”,

AMERICAN COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


The American Committee on the Rights of Religious Minorities, com- 
posed of fifty prominent citizens of the United States, last April authorised 
the appointment of a deputation to visit Roumania, in view of the state of 
affairs reported to exist in that country, with reference to the treatment of 
racial and religious minorities. 

The deputation consisted of Dr. Henry A. Atkinson, General Sccretary 
of the American Committee, also General Secretary of the Church Peace 
Union; the Rev. R. A, McGowan, of the Social Action Department of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference ; the Rev. John Howland Lathrop, 
Minister of the Unitarian Church of the Saviour, Brooklyn, New York ; the 
Rev. Dr. Graham C, Hunter, Pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Fullerton, California ; and Mr. Jules Jesaquel, Paris representative of the 
Church Peace Union. 


Representatives of the Government, political aad religious leaders, and 


~ all types and classes of the population of both the majority and minority 


groups were interviewed by members of the deputation, and independent 
investigations were also made. | + 

In releasing the preliminary statement prepared by the deputation, 
Dr. Arthur J. Brown, Chairman of the Committee, said :— 

* The deputation spent six weeks in Roumania, travelling through the 
Various provinces in an automobile, visiting a large number of towns and 
villages, From time to time, during the past ten years, the Committee has 
had its attention called to conditions in various countries in Europe and has 
authorised investigations and addressed reports to the Governments involved, 
to the State Department of our own country and public opinion generally. 
The present study made of the situation in Roumania has back of it these 
years of experience in this field of investigation. 

* The complete report of the findings is now being prepared for the 
consideration of the entire Committee, and definite action will be deferred 
until opportunity has been given to its members to study the report in full.” 


Preliminary Statemeht. 

The following is the deputation’s preliminary statement :— 

The deputation is unanimous in feeling that the anti-Jewish propaganda, 
which has attracted special attention to Roumania, is part of a widespread 
and ugly manifestation of racial and religious hatred. Roumania is not the 
only offender, and while the Commission deals with conditions in Roumania, 
it feels that the anti-Semitic riots which have recently occurred in Hungary 
illustrate how widespread this deplorable hatred is. i 


Hungarian Minorities within the borders of Roumania are entitled to 
the fullest measure of protection within the rights accorded them by the 
Minorities Treaties, but likewise all minority groups in Hungary itself are 
also entitled to the fullest measure of protection of all those rights and 
privileges which are accepted as the basis of every civilised and decent nation. 

Roumenia has an unequalled opportunity to face courageously a complex 
situation and to attempt the selution of a problem which, while perplexing, 
is yet capable of a peaceful solution. ‘Roumania can go far towards solving 
the question if she wills to do so. When she signed the Minorities Treaty 
she assumed the obligation, as a member of the family of nations, to deal 
justly with all the minorities within her borders, 


The American Committee on Minorities has had occasion to study the 


- situation in Roumania from time to time, and your deputation has taken 


into consideration all former reports made and the replies of the Roumanian 


_ Government, and in addition has had access to other reports, such as those 


to the League of Nations, and the various replies of the Roumanian Govern- 


. ment. Besides this it has studied with care histories recently written of 


Roumania, and documents now being circulated through its Propaganda 
Department. In view of all the circumstances, while we believe that there 
has been some improvement in the condition of affairs and that the Minorities 
are being treated with more justice than heretofore, we are also convinced, 
nevertheless, that a considerable body Of public opinion in Roumania will 
support nothing less than the granting to the Minorities of those rights guaran- 
teed by the Treaties and considered by all civilised nations as the minimum 
requisite for an independent existence of a free people. 

The Commission is of the opinion that there remains a wide discrepancy » 
between the constitution adopted by the State, which is liberal in many; 
respects, and its enforcement. through the officials, particularly noticcable 
in the administration in the outlying districts. 

What has been said of the Constitution can also be said of the laws 
relating to civil liberties. The courts havein many instances, some notorious, 
been either intimidated or deliberately used by groups for their own ends. 
The Codreanu and Totu murders, involving the killing of a police office 
while in the performance of his duties, and the shooting of an innocent Jewish 
student, are two conspicuous examples. Enlightened: public opinion will, 
continue to look with disfavour on the administration of the laws of any 
country where defenceless peoples find it safer to court arrest than to take 
their chances on the public streets. That this situation has developed in a 
number of instances in regard to the Jews is proved by the evidence submitted 
to the Commission. ome 

The Commission deeply sympathises with the desire of Roumania to 
raise the status of its own 
guidance of its affairs and in the administration of its laws. The system of 
education formulated is in many regards excellent, especially for citizens of 
Roumanian speech and race, We believe that the makers of these laws and 
those responsible for their administration have failed to give sufficient weight 


- to the fact that loyalty cannot be achieved by force. Patriotism is instilled 


by benefits conferred and not by outward compulsion. Every failure to 


ple that they may have part in the future © 
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enact school laws equitable to the minorities, and every failure to admimister 
them fairly, is a grievous error on the part of a great nation endeavouring 
to use rightly elements which might be built into e loyal citizenship. The 
attempt to Roumanianise the minority groups by force and to destroy their 
confessiopal schools, managed for centuries by their churches, will, if persisted 
in, undoubtedly deprive Roumania of the confidence also of people abroad 
who would otherwise be her friends. Therefore, we believe that if Roumania 
cares to put herself in a good position in the eyes of the rest of the world, 
she will permit the minorities to have the sort of schools to which they are 
accustomed, grant them a reasonable autonomy, and give them the full 
right to teach the histori¢ languages of their respective peoples as well es the 
Roumanian tongue. Supervision over them should be reduced to a point 
where, while efficient teaching freed of irridentism is secured, the officials 
will not handicap these schools in their work, At present the amount of 
official correspondence is so great that the Government offices are obviously 
overburdened, and the minorities do not receive replies regarding vital 
matters sometimes for as long a period as a year after their letters have been 
sent. The minority schools should especially be given some stability for 
the future and relieved from the perpetual fear that they may be unfairly 
closed. The splendid old Reman Catholic, Presbyterian, Lutheran, Uni- 
tarian and Jewish institutions, many of them two or three hundred years old, 
might well be looked on as an asset instead of a menace to the nation. We 
call the attention of the leaders of the Eastern Orthodox Church to the fact 
that, contrary to the understanding of some of them, the subsidies promised 
the minority schools have not been given. 

Many of the Roumanian school ofticials, where a difference of opinion 
arises in promulgating a new order or administering a law, adopt an uncon- 
ciliatory attitude. We are satisfied that these officials could, by conference 
with minority groups, alleviate a great deal of the misunderstanding which 
otherwise has been and will continue to be a cause of bitterness. The Com- 
mission calls attention to the admimistration by the Roumanian officials 
of the citizenship laws, ‘There is no doubt that the fundamental right of 
citizenship is denied to thousands who are justly entitled to it. Thus they 
are arbitrarily deprived of those safeguards aecorded by every nation to its 
nationals, and this in spite of solemn guarantees of the minorities. 


Intimidation of Jewish Citizens. 

The Commission found, during its visit, that a hideous campaign of 
intimidation end brutality was being carried on against the Jewish citizens 
of the State, its motive being a mixture of arrogant intolerance and ignorant 
hatred. It is true that there is not now as much terrorism as formerly. 
The improvement is due to three causes ; first of all the systematic campaign 
carried on for several years against the Jews has so intimidated them that 
they absent themselves in large part from the universities and public life. 
Secondly, the virulence of the campaign has reacted unfavourably on Rou- 
manian prestive abroad. ‘Thirdly, the promises of the Liberal Party to 
certain groups of Jewish voters in the summer of 1927 have brought some 
cessation of anti-Semitic excesses. We fejéice in this step taken by the 
party now in control of the Government, and trust that what is now only a 
temporary party move may become an accepted and sanctioned governmental 
policy. 

Without going into detail about the causes of violence preceding and 
during the election of July 7, 1927 (which was generally believed to be a 
crying seandal in Roumania), we must point out the serious danger to the 
peaee of Europe in the repression of the franchise rights of minorities and 
yroups Outside the administration. | 

The Commission was impressed with the native intelligence, industry, 
kindly disposition and friendliness of the Roumanian people, especially 
eviden) cmong the peasants in the villages.. Greater Roumania obviously 
seelis to find ker place among the more forward-looking nations of the world. 
In view of these iacts, which are amply supported by the evidence of all 
_travellers and those best informed, it is extremely unfortunate that the 
State Chureh should have sanctioned the National Christian Defence League 
and the National Roumanian Christian Students’ Union, whose programme 
and publications are a disgrace to our civilisation, an insult to the name of 
Christian, and a black blot on the fair name of Roumania. We think it 
most unfortunate that students for the priesthood of the State Church should 
have taken part in demonstrations against fellow citizens of other religious 
preference or racial background, on the basis of racial or religious prejudice. 
We courteously, and, at the sametime, urgently call the attention of the Rou- 
‘manis: Stete Church to the situation, and in the name of our common Christi- 
anity urge that it purge itself of all anti-Semitism and bitterness towards 
people in Roamania of'other racial stocks. We point out the danger of 
allowing the students in its theclogical schools to continue their agitation 
against Roumanian citizens of Jewish and other racial origins, either in the 
Regat or in the annexed territories. The hope of the future of Roumania

and the peaceful solution of its problems will vanish for another generation 
unless the churches and schools éontrihute to their settlement, which can 
be secured only by tolerance towards all races and languages. 

There has never been-im-Roumania what. has come to be technically 
known as a pogrom, thatjs, @ Massacre inspired and sanctioned by the State. 
There have been excesses, acts of terrorism and such molestation of peaceful 
elements of the population as to cause continual fear and unrest and generat! y 
to reflect badly upon those who are responsible for the peace and welfare of 
the country. There is, moreovet, grave dariger in allowing the youth in the 
universities and schools to conduct anti-Semitic agitations. [ven worse is 
the complacency with whieh many people regard the attitude of certain 
professors and teachers in the schools and universities towards these move. 
ments, not only. condoning, but even encouraging them. The students who 
develop in the ‘atmosphere of anti-Semitic bitterness will be the citizens and 
the teachers of to-morrow, and will pay less attention to the pogrom-less 
record of their country than their predecessors have done. We believe that 
this bitterness is not representative of the enlightened opinion of the gre: 
body of university professors and school teachers of Roumania; neverthcles:, 
it has been accepted with far too much complacency. by the educate! 
citizenship and leadership of the nation. 

It is our opinion that certain officials of the Government have made a 
creat mistake in forbidding thousands: of ‘individuals, who helong to the 
minority vroups, to maintain their status, and in registering as Roumanians 
those who for some time have spoken other languages. The Commission 
ie satisfied that the Roumanian Government could with great profit. to itse!! 
study the facts relating to the census and the metheds by which it. was taken. 
We are convinced that many of these complaints which seem to us justified 
can easily be righted, 

Religious Persecution. 

The Commission was satisfied that the violence of- which the Bapti«t« 
and other groups complain is actual and constituted 4 charge of religiou~ 
persecution, and therefore endangers the highest interests of the State Church, 
and the prestige of the nation. We urge the officials of the Church, with the 
(jovernment authorities, to work out some plan by which these people may 
he granted full religious and civil liberties, 

We call the attention of the Government to the situation of the 
Hungarian-speaking Lutheran churehes, and urge that a legal status 
satisfactory to them be established. 

We call the attention of the Government to the situation-of the Roman 
Catholic minorities, particularly in the Banat, the western borders of Bukovina, 
and urge that a speedy and satisfactory settlement of the relafions. between 
the Government and the Roman Catholic Church be niade, The consequence: 
of delay here will intensify the feelings based, as they are, on the recognised 
international claim of the Church and its servants, eee 

The attention of the State Church is called to many cases of apparent 
unfairness to the minority churches in the distribution of land under tho 
aurarian laws, to the confiscations of church buildings and property of the 
minority communities ; to the proposed laws restricting minority churche:; 
to the present practice of obliging members of minority churches to pay for 
some of the new buildings of the State Church through forced contribution. 
or through the granting of public park sites to orthodox churches in regions 
where the orthodox church is itself a minority, We urge this powerful churc!, 
in the interest of Christian fellowship and goodwill, to use ite good offices in 
bringing together those who feel. they have complaints and:the Govern- 
ment authorities in order to find a.solution. ca 

The Commission discovered a feeling of widespread resentment among 
the members of the minority churches against the compulsion exercised by 
the Government forcing them and their children to attend the services of 
the State Church on patriotic occasions. - The Comniission believes that tho 
churches and the Roumanian Government can work out ® plan whereby the 
feelings of members of mitiority churches will not be Violated. — 

Finally, the-‘Commission was impressed by the fact that there are in the 
annexed territories of Greater Roumania great resources of educated citizen- 


ship from which the Roumania Government could draw with great profit for 


the service of the State. Many of these citizens at the present time find 
themselves in despair at what seems to be a studied, determined effort on the 
part of the majority to discriminate against them in thé filling of official 


Statement by Roumanian Foreign Minister.

To this communication Mr. Titulesew sent.the following reply : 
BUCHAREST, December 7.10 p.m. . 
‘Lucien Wolf, Vernlam Buildings, London. 

Received your telegram, You know too well the sentiments of thc 
Roumanian Government for me to have to tell you again that.we are tho 
first to reprove with profound bitterness and sadness the acts.commitied 
at Cluj and Oradia Mare. Although we possess absointe proof that there 
have been foreign agents provocateurs,’ alttiough ih all conscierice it is 
impossible to identify the mass of Roumantan’ studenta with the misled 
victims of this foreign: propaganda,-up te a point where ‘they imagined 
that they were serving: their country whew: really- their acts-ouly invited 
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the indignafion of all Roumanians, the Government has decided that this 
aspect of the question must be reserved, and that its duty is to proceed 
immediately and energetically with severe sanctions in order to eradicate 
every possibility of such acts being repeated in the future. Conse. 
quentiy the Government, having ascertained, after enquiry, that certain 
administrative and police organs permitted themselves to be surprised 
by the beginnings of the disorders, has decreed the dismissal of the 
Prefect of the Department of Bihor and of the Police Prefects of Cluj 
and Oraidia Mare. Further enquiries are being made as to the attitude 
and culpability of other officials. On the other hand. the 
Judicial and Military Authorities, pursuing the authors of the 
disorders, have established up to to-day a first series of guilty 
persoms, and consequently have handed ovet for prosecution: At 
Oradia Mare, twenty-one students and twenty-eight private persons for 
imstrrection and other offences against public order: at Gluj, forty-four 
stadents. and nine. private. persons for destruction and other offences 
against public order; at Bucharest, eleven students for offences at Oradia 
Mare and Cluj. Other students are under arrest and prosecution for 
various offences during the troubles. All these delinquents will be tried 
by Court Martial at Cluj. Public functionaries who may be found guilty 
of complicity with the ‘participators in the disorders will be dismissed, 
and students and bursars belonging to the same citegory will be expelled 
from the University societies and canteens. Students guilty of less 
serious offences will be brought before their respective university senates 
for disciplinary penalties. The Government has appointed special Com. 
missions, which are already sitting, to ascertain the value of the damages 
suffered, and will help in the reparation of these damages. By 
way of beginning, the Council of Ministers has already approved 
& credit of five million lei, to repair the damage to synagogues, 
and the Minister of Public Instruction, Lepadatu, is leaving for 
Transylvania to distribute this sum among the synagogues which 


~ have suffered damage. If in so sad an affair there can be a meagre 


consolation, it is that there has not been a single death. Let me add that 
the Government will do its duty to the end, for there is not one of us who 


does not see that the first victim of such troubles is Roumania herse!f. — 
TITCLESCU. 


(It is significant to note that Mr. Titulescu says that not a single death 
occurred in the course of the riots. Reports from many sources and our 


own accounts in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE do not bear out this 
statement). 


Minister of Interior Accepts Blame. 


During. the debate last week in the KRoumanian Senate, Senator 
Professor Boila ot the Peasants’ Party gave an account of the excesses at 
Oln} and Oradea Mare, of which he was an eye-witness. “I myself saw 
six synagogues converted into ruins,” he declared. Shops and private 
houses were looted, and the Professor presented photographs of the 
actual scenes of disorder. “As a Professor,” he continued, “I am 
unable to find words strong enough to express my indignation. I declare 
that these ‘terrible outrages were committed by the students from 
Bucharest and Jassy, not by those of Transylvania. There are paid 
agents among the students. I will not say whose agents they are. The 
police confirm that. it was the Bucharest and the Jassy students who 
carried out the excesses. They do not deserve to be allowed in the 
Universities. The real guilt lies with those who have been sowing anti- 


Semitism in Transylvania. Up to the time of the war, we knew no anti. 


Semitism in Transylvania. It is a national disgrace. What role did State 
Secretary Tatarescu play in this business? Either he was incompetent 
in taking action to prevent these things or he has no right to sit on the 


Ministerial benches. Either the Governmentis an accomplice, which I 
do not want to believe, or it has no power to keep order in this country..

Bishop Ciorogarin, the Greek Orthodox Bishop of Oradea Mare, who 
on the day of the student disturbances there was celebrating his seventy 
fifth birthday, has followed up a vigorous protest with a statement te the 
Press, declaring that he is leaving the town because he cannot stay in a 
place where such terrible outrages occurred. “I want everyone to know,” 
he wrote, “that I condemn these disorders in the most severe manner. I 
have no wish to see any longer the town in which such terrible things 
could take place.” 

The Minister of Education and Public worship, Mr, Lapedatu, on his 
return from a visit of inspection of the damage done during the 
disturbances, said: “I have seen the demolished synagogues, and I am 
unable to express sufficiently my indignation. The rioters acted like 
vandals. I have promised the representatives of the Mosaic Faith that a 
large part of the credits provided for compensation purposes will be 
allocated for the rebuilding of the demolished synagogues. I shall submit 
to the next Cabinet meeting a full report on the disgraceful scenes which 
[ have witnessed.” | 

An open letter to Mr. Stresemann, the German Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, demanding that he should take action at the League of Nations 
in order to compel Roumania to protect the life and property of her 
Jewish citizens, was published in a recent number of the C. V. ZETTUNG, 
the organ of the Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith. 

The Union of Polish Rabbis has adopted a resolution protesting to the 
Leagne of Nations and to the whole world against the anti-Jewish 
excesses in Roumania, and the desecration of synagogues and Scrolls of 
the Law. 

The American-Jewish Congress and the Federation of Hungarian 
Jews in New York have held protest meetings. 

The Board of the Warsaw Jewish Community has adopted a resolu- 
tion in the following terms: “The Warsaw Board of the Jewish Com- 
munity gives .xpression to its feeling of pain and indignation because of 
the anti-Jewish excesses and bloodshed which have again occurred in 
Roumania. The Board of the Conrmunity throws the whole burden of 
responsibility for these robberies and murders committed by the hooligan 
student bands against the Jewish population in Transylvania, Jassy and 
Bessarabia, upon the Roumanian Government, which is carrying on a 
criminal policy in respect to all the national minorities and is using the 
Jewish population as a lightning conductor for the nationalist sentiments 
in the country.” 

The police authorities of Bucharest have prohibited a protest meeting 
against the student riots which had been arranged by the Union of 
Roumanian Jews. It is understood that the police were anxious to 
prevent giving the Bacharest students an opportunity for organising 
counter demonstrations. 

Congressman La Guardia has introduced into Congress a resolation 
urging the American Secretary of State, Mr. Kellog, to protest to 
Roumania against the persecution of the peaceful and law-abiding Jewis 
people iu the countrv. |

Chief Rabbi Senator Dr. Niemerower has issued a proclamation to the 
Jews of Roumania caliing, on them to observe one day of mourning 
throughont the country on account of the.desecration of the Scrolls of the 
Law and other sacred objects by the rioters. 

The principal Rabbis of Hungary haye joined the heads of the 
churches in the country in a manifesto issued in Budapest protesting 
against the riots in Roumania. 

A special Conference of the American Jewish Congress, held in New 
York, decided to send a delegation of protest to Washington to interview 
Mr. Kellog, the United States Secrétary of State.~ Other meetings of 
protest have been organised by the General Students’ ‘Commnittee in New 
York and the Jewish Students’ Organisetion in Paris.

The Hungarian Students’ Association has submitted a demand to the 
‘International Students’ Federation to exclude the Rowmanian Students’ 
Association on account of the atrocities committed by the Roumanian 
students during the riots. = 
| The Hungarian Premier, Count Bethlen, and the Minister for Foreiga 
Affairs, Dr. Walko, have addressed the Parliamentary Eorejgn Affairs 
.Comnittee on the riots in Roumania. « They both advised the Huogarian 
people to await the result of Hungary'§ diplomatic action, and to see 
whether Roumania would fulfil its promises to punish the guilty persons 
and compensate the sufferers. The indignation felt in Hungarian circles 
against the Awakening Magyars on account of their alliance with the 
followers of Professor Cuza, the instigator of the anti-Hungarian and anti- 
Jewish riots in Roumania, has led to a crisis in the organisation of the 
Awakening , Magyars. . The President, Deputy..Tibor Eckbardt, has 
resigned, and the entire body of the Awakening Magyars is on the verge 
of collapse. 

Four Christian students lost their privilege of receiving education 
free of charge at the Polytechnic as a respit of their participation in the 
anti-Jewish riots. 

Martial Law in Bucharest. 


The Government is proclaiming martial law’ in Bucharest from 
to-morrow, when the students who have been arrested for participation in 
the excesses in Transylvania will be standing their trial. This precaution 
has been taken for fear of manifestations by the students in connection 
with the trials which might lead to further disorders. ' 

The student leader Codreanu, who was tried at Jassy on a charge of 
having insulted police officers during the student demonstrations which were 
held there on Numerus Clausus Day, December 10th, was acquitted. The 
Bucharest Court of Appeal has, however, annulled the acquittal and 
sentenced the accused to six months’ imprisonment. 

All the Universities have been closed since last Friday, as the students 
refuse to attend the lectures while their colleagues, who took part in the 
riots, are imprisoned. The date of the re-opening of the Universities is 
still problematic. Ata meeting of the students a resolution was adopted 
to demand a numerus clausus law for the Jews and the release of all 
imprisoned students. The resolution stated that the rioters had been 
provoked to attack the Jews. . | F 

_ Mr. Duca, the Minister of the Interior, has issued an order prohibiting 
every kind of anti-Semitic propaganda and instructing the police to arrest 
all persons selling or distributing anti-Semitic publications. As a result, 
serious collisions have occurred between the police and sellers of anti- 
Semitic newspapers. The chief trouble arose when endeavours were 
made to stop the sale of the APARAREA NATIONALA, “Professor Cuza’s 
organ, in which an article by Cuza alleged that the éxcesses were due to 
Dr. Weizmann’s visit to Roumania, which.had been deliberately planned 


to coincide with the Roumanian Students’ Congress in order to provoke 
trouble. 


Following the report of the Commission appointed to enquire into the 
excesses, submitted through the Minister of the Interior, the Cabinet has 
issued an official statement, in which it states: 

" The investigations made into the events which have occurred in 
connection with the Students’ Congress in Oradea Mare have shown that 
the administrative and police organs permitted themselves to be surprised 
by the beginnings of the disturbances. Consequently the District Prefect 


of Bihor, and the police directors of. Oradea Mare and Cluj-have been 


dismissed. Enquiries as to the culpability of other representatives of the 
Government are being continued. The Civil and Military enquiry has 
resulted in the arrest of twenty-one students and ‘twenty-eight private 
persons in Oradea Mare for destruction and other offences againstlaw and - 
erder, of forty-four students and nine private persons in Cluj for destruc- 
tion, and of eleven students in Bucharest for destruction carried out by 
them in Oradea Mare and Cluj. Other arrests have been made and 
enquiries are being pursued against them on various other charges. All 
the prisoners will be tried by court martial in Cluj or’ Bucharest. “Those 
students who hold Government positions and are found guilty of complicity _ 
in the disturbances will be dismissed, and-those. who hol, stipends will, 
will be expelled: from the .students’ homes i:and -Mensas.

Portuguese Marranos Committee. 
Progress of Jewish Reclamation. 
fCOMMUNICATED, } 

The Portuguese Marranos Committee, established in London last 
year, set itself the task of lending a helping hand to Marranos in Portugal 
who desired to return publicly to the doctrines and. practices of their 
Jewish forefathers. This desiro is expressed implicitly in the survival of 
considerable numbers of crypto-Jews who bave tenacioualy clung to such 
forms of their ancestral religion as could still be practised under the 
scrutiny of intensely hostile surroundings. : 

Following the recommendations by, Mr. Lucien Wolfin his report on 
his mission to Portugal in 1925, the Portuguese Marranos Committee has 
assisted financially in the establishment of a Jewish Community in 
Orporto, and a synagogue was consecrated there in July last, among those 
present being Mr. Moses Bensabat Amzalak, the President of the Lisbon 
Community. The Oporto Congregation, of which Captain Arthur Carlos 
de Barros Basto.is the Prétident, has an Executive (Wahamad) which has 
set up Committees for religious, educational and charitable purposes, as 
well as a Chebra Kadisha. 

Within recent months an increasing number of Marranos have been 
formally admitted into Judaism, among them two medical men who have 
qualified as Mohelim. This movement for the open return to Judaism 
has spread from Oporto to various Marrano centres. , 

In April last, Capt. Barros Basto began the issue of a monthly journal, 
Ha-LAPIpD (The Torch), which serves as a link between the’ scattered 
Marranos and, at the same time, spreads among them a knowledge of 
Judaism as well as of the chief events of present-day Jewish life. Ho 
has also recently published a Portuguese translation of the~Service for 
the Sabbath Eve. 

The Portuguese Marranos Committee has, in the first place, ensured 
the maintenance of the Oporto Congregation by a grant.of £400 per 
annum during the next five years. A grant has been made towards the 
equipment of the new Synagogue, and the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation in London has presented the two Sepharim now tmuse at 
Oporto. Grants have also been made for the circulation among. the 
Marranos of Portuguese translations of ‘The Rudiments of Judaism,” by 
the Rev. I. Raffalovich, and of Paul Goodman's “ History of the Jews.” 

The Portuguese Marranos Committee owes its inception to the London 
Congregation of Spanish and Portuguese Jews, the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and the Alliance Israélite. The present means atthe disposal:of the 
Committee do not, however, permit them to give the necessary aid to 
many newly established groups of neo-Jews. It is, therefore, hoped that 
the Portuguese Marranos Committee (which has the support. of the Chiet 
Rabbis of the British Empire, and of France) willbe given financial 


means to enable it to carry ‘on its sacred undertaking.

RECEPTION TO DR. MAGNES.

Col. Wepowoop* said that the Palestinian experiment was a feature 
that was unique in history and of «pecial interest in the twentieth century. 
All previous colonisations seemed to have lowered the standard of culture 
and led to the extermination or the exploitation of the indigenous peoples 
of the country. In Palestine, for the first time in history, the reverse process 
had taken place. To-day, after a mere handful of vears of Jewish colonisation, 
there showed a striking change in the native population of Palestine. The 
Jewish population that went to Palestine were a Western cir ilised population, 
aud they had a certain kinship in race to the native inhabitants of the country. 
More than that there was a kinship in their religion. There was much more 
in common betwecn the Jewish workmen and the Arab workmen. The Jewish 
trade unions were getting in the Arab workers and they had the two people 
working together. He paid a tribute to the Jewish trade union leaders who, 
he said, had the right spirit for building up the country, and not the narrow 
lass-conscious spirit that too often prevailed elsewhere. The land in Pales- 
tine which, until a few years ago, was derelict, waste, breeding malaria and 
pestilence, had been converted in a twinkling of the eye to a garden. The 
real contrast there was between the old civilisation and the new; and the 
latter was gradually bringing the former up to its level. ; 

Dr. MAGNeEs, speaking of the Hebrew University at Jerusalem, said that 
they had there two main divisions of medical research, one called the Institute 
or Department of Hygiene, which included bacteriology, and the second, 
the Department of Parasitology, which included helminthology. Dr. Adler, 
formerly of the Leeds University, was working inthe Department of Parasitology 
and he was that type of man that they looked to to build up not alone the 
medical department, but also the other sections. Dr. Adler was a scientist, 
a lover of his people and land, and an idealist. He was assisted by Dr. 
Bodenheimer, an entomologist connected with the Agricultural Experiment 
Station in Tel-Aviv, and Mr. Theodore. The work of these divisions was 
of interest. not only from the point of view of medical research but from the 
point of view of the economic development of the country as well. It seemed 
to him that if a division for medical research. such as they had in the University 
with the limited means at their disposal, had been able to do that work in 
the short time of its existence, they had good reason to expect that with an 
enlargement of their facilities and with an accretion of good men, which 
was after all the only way work eould be done, the University ‘could actually 
make a contribution to medical knowledge. ‘They had also sent out a little 
expedition to the Sinai Peninsula to investigate the question of manna. 
Dr. Magnes spoke of the work. of the American Jewish Physicians’ Committee 
and their plans to develop the Institute of Micro-biology. The Committee 
consisted primarily although not entirely of Jewish physicians, most of 
them of Eastern European origin. They were men who had Judaism at 
heart, men for whom Jerusalem meant something ; and they had set to work 
in order to vet funds for the establishment of medical divisions at the He brew 
University, and they had heen eminently successful in their work. The 
speaker also made reference to the medical library of the University and the 
Department of Hygiene, including bacteriology, which had examined the 
milk supplies of the country. He coneluded by appealing to the Medical 
Section of the Friends of the Hebrew University in this country for help. 

On the motion of Dr. Epgr, seconded by Dr. A. H, Levy, a vote of thanks 
was accorded to Dr. Magnes and Col. Wedgwood. A similar vote was 
accorded to Dr, and Mrs. Eder on the motion of Dr. A, Goodman Levy.

FAVOURABLE REPORT ON PALESTINE. 

Sir John Campbell, Vice-Chairman of the League of Nations Commis- 
sion for Greek Refugees and member of the Experts Commission of the 
Jewish Agency Commission, before leaving Palestine last week after his 
stay there in connection with the work of the Commission, stated his 
nnpressions of the country in-an interview with the Palestine Telegraphic 
Agency. 

‘“T have found here an extremely fine human material,” he said, “and 
therefore if the money and good machinery are secured the Jewish 
colonisation of Palestine will be a success. In spite of the crisis, I have 
found a good spirit among the colonists, both old and young. The health 
conditions are satisfactory; and there is a high birth-rate. I admired 
especially the splendid conditions of the children.”

NO VITAL REDUCTIONS. 

Agreement has been reached between the Palestine Zionist Lk xecu- 
tive and the various communities with regard to securing contributions 
from them towards the maintenance of the Palestine Hebrew Schools, 
and as a result the schools have now been re-opened and will be able to be 
administered without the Palestine Zionist Execative having to exceed 
the budget of £53,000 appropriated for education by the Fifteenth Zionist 
Congress, 

Owing to the generous contributions made by Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild for education this year, no vital reductions were made in the 
network of schools. All but the kindergartens in the colonies were 
re-opened with their full complement of classes and staff, the kinder- 
gartens being taken over by the Colony Couneiis. 

It is estimated that of the 149 teachers who hal received notice that 
there woulkl be no room for them this season in the school system, mor: 
than half will be re-engaged. 


Latin Bishop of Jerusalem on Palestine. 


> 
PRAISE FOR. JEWISH IMMIGRANTS. 


The Rt. Rev. Godric Kean, Bishop-Auxiliary and Vicar-General of 
the Latin Patriarchate, Jerusalem, who has been in Palestine during the 
whole period of the British Mandate, recently visited Manchester, where 
he had worked for twenty years asa priest. In the course of an inter. 
view with the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, Bishop Kean praised the energy 
of the Jewish immigrants, and dismissed the present stoppage in Jowish 
iinmigration as a temporary phase. 

“Lord Plumer is one of the most valuable servants that the British 
Empire has to-day,” Bishop Kean said, “and that is saying a great deal. 
He is a man of consummate tact, aud is bent on securing fair play and 
justice for all classes. And so he has won the confidence of everybody. 
That is a matter of some importance in.a place like-Palestine, where you 
have people of so many nationalities, representing a number of religions 
and opposing interests, each determined to assert its rights and privileges. 

* The first-fruit of British administration,” he went on, “ has been the 


Settlement of the country. Security of life and property has been estab. 


lished everywhere. Not many years ago you took your life im your bands 
if you went outside the walls of Jerusalem. Now robbery and violence 
are almost unknown. There are magnificent roads, the.country is wel! 
policed and the people of Palestine are enjoying a sense of safety they 
have never known before. Moreover, an even-handed justice has super- 
seded the old poisoned judicial system. of the Turkish regime. It isa 
triumph of the British genius for fair play, and has inspired confidence 
and even admiration among Christians, Jews and Moslems. 

“The country is also undergoing a transformation agriculturally. 
New villages are springing up everywhere, putting to shame the mud 
villages of the Arabs ; acres and acres of laad are coming under cultivation 
that once were marshlands serving no better purpose than to propagate 
Afforestation is also being pressed forward. Pro- 
gress is also being made. in. education and elementary schools are being 
set up in most of the villages. The Moslems were at first-afraid that the 
schools might become proselytisiag grounds for the Christians, but they 
are becoming re-assured as they find the administration pursuing a policy 
of complete religious toleration and ready to provide Moslem as well as 
Christian schools. The health of the population is also improving and 
the malaria mosquito, once the curse of the country, is on the way to 
being eliminated. itt 

“I regard Palestine,” the Bishop concluded, “as one of the most 
peaceful places within the British Empire, and I consider the outlook for 
the country very hopeful indeed.” 


Palestine a Model for the Near East. 


SIR ESME HOWARD ON JEWISH ACHIEVEMENTS. 


That the success of the Jewish National Homeland in Palestine is 
assured, is the substance of a message sent by Sir Esme Howard, British 
Ambassador to the United States, to leaders of the United Palestine 
Appeal headquarters in New York, who are preparing to open the national 
campaign for 7,500,000 dollars for reconstruction work in Palestine. 

In his official message on behalf of the British Government, addressed 
to be William M. Lewis, National Chairman of the Appeal, Sir Esme 
writes:

Bankruptcy.—A sitting of the Bankruptcy Court was held for the 
public examination of RALPH LIVERMORE, solicitor, of 87, Bishopsgate, 
E.C., who was adjudged bankrupt on July 6th last. The debtor returned 
liabilities at £2,695 and assets valued at sufficient to yield a surplus of 
£302 after discharging all the debts. At his preliminary examination the 
debtor stated that he was born in Latvia, was brought to England by his 
parents in 1904, and became a naturalised British subject in 1920. He 
was admitted a solicitor in May, 1923, and had since practised both in 
partnership and, latterly, alone at the above-named address. He 
attributed his failure to bad debts. The Official Receiver reported that 
the debtor was not present, and had failed to keep previous appointments, 


He could not say whether he had left the country, The examination 
was adjourned sine die. 


Jewish Society Officials Fined.—Last week, at the Manchester City 
Police Court, the Jewish Co-operative Society of Moreton Street, Strange- 
ways, and six members of its Committee, including the Secretary, were 
Summoned for alleged breaches of the registration regulations. Mr, 
M. Bowes, representing the Registry of Friendly Societies, said the 
Society was registered as an industrial and provident Society with limited 
liabilities in March, 1922, for the purpose of conducting a kasher butcher- 
ing business. There was a capital of £1,000, and of this £368 had been 
subscribed. There had been two changes of the registered office, and 
the offence which had led to the proceedings was that no notification had 
been given that at the last address business was ‘no longer conducted. 
In fact, the Society had ceased to exist as a trading concern, and the 
committee and its members just decided to evaporate, as it were, 


and failed to have the name removed from the registry, In. 


June or July last the committee of the Society decided to appoint 
& committee to deal with the winding up of the concern, and 
some of the defendants were members of that committee. The 
defence was that those who had been summoned had ceased to be 
officers of the Society proceeded against. But they could not properly 
wind up a registered society without giving notice to the Registry, and 


therefore there was an offence against those who had been in office. Mr. 


Harry Boltsa, who was Secretary of the Society, retired from liis office at 
a meeting, when members of the Sub-Committee questioned the way he 
had fulfilled his duties. He claimed that he was not responsible for any. 
thing that might have happened afterwards. All the other defendants dis- 
claimed responsibility for the neglect to inform to Registry. A second set 
of summonses was then brought against the Society and the Secretary for 
failing to make a return to the Registry of an auditor's report for 1926. 

The Chairman said that it was obvious that someone was to blame 
for not looking after the closing of the Society's business in a proper and 
legal manner. The Society was fined £5 on each of two summonses. The 
summons against the Secretary respecting the auditor's report was dis- 
missed, but the Secretary and the other five defendants were fined ten 
shillings each on the first part of the proceedings. The Society was 
further required to find five guineas costs, and each of the defendants one 
guinea for the same purpose. 


Betting Tax Fines.—At the Bow Street Police Court, on Friday, 
MAURICE LEVY, a bookmaker, trading as Dick Crawford, at Albany 
Mansions, Charing Cross. Road, was summoned for failing to send in 
proper returns relating to the Betting Tax. He pleaded “Guilty.” It 
was stated that between July and November Levy sent in returns aftér 
the proper time. They showed that £220 was due from him for tax, but no 
remittances were enclosed. Levy said/that he did not have the money 
at the time to send with the returns. Mr. Fry, the Magistrate, imposed 
fines totalling £240, to include the amount of the tax, with the alternative 
of two months’ imprisonment. 

Matrimonial Dispute.—At the Manchester City Police Court, Henry 
GUNDAR, of Pemberton Street, Hightown, summoned his wife, Bessie 
‘Gundar, and her father, David Halpern, of Knowsley Street, Cheetham, 
for assault. The wife also cross-summoned her husband for assault. 


Mr. T. H. Hinchcliffe said that it appeared there was not really a marriage,. 


but what he would describe as a sale or a hire-purchase of a chattel. The 
ceremony took place last August at a register office, and the young 
man at that time had never met bis wife before. Ile was paid £50 at the 
time, and a further £250 a little later, but the larger sum, which had been 
placed ina bank under the joint names of himself and wife, had since 
been recovered by a subterfuge. The wife had merely said she would 
like a nice dress for the Jewish holidays, and he had then given hera 
blank cheque, with which she withdrew the money. Interposing on behalf 
of the defendants, Mr. Finkicstore said he could tell quite a different story 
about the money if necessary, but the case was one about assault only. 
Continuing, Mr. Hinchcliffe said an order for maintenance was recently 
made against the husband. The couple had never lived together, but 
“rather than buy the goods back again” Gundar decided that be would 
provide a lodging where he and his wife could go together. It was in the 
bedroom of the lodging, where the wife had followed him, that the alleged 


assault took place. Later, it was alleged, Gundar was assaulte] again by 


the wife and her father. Gundar, in supporting the statement, denied 
the suggestion of Mr. Finklestone that he had told only “a make-up 
story” which was “nothing but a tissue of lies.” Mr. Finklestone said 
his case was a complete denial of the assault. Mrs. Gundar was the 
only person assaulted. Mrs. Gundar having given evidence rebutting the 
testimony of her husband, and describing how he had, as she alleged, 
assaulted her, the Bench decided to dismiss all three summonses without 


_ going into the one which had been brought against the father-in-law.

MUSIC. 

Mr. Guy Warrack's Chamber Concert at Chelsea Town Hall last week 
moved rather slowly during the first part of the programme. As the 
chief items were an unusual Bassoon Mozart Concerto, in which Richard 
Newton played the solo instrument competently but hardly with inspira- 
tion, and Debussy’s Danses Sacrée et Profane, it was perhaps too much 
to expect very great things. Even Miss Goossens was not up to her usual 
form in the harp passages of Debussy’s work. But the second half 
proved a good deal more interesting, and in slight pieces by Mozart, 
Jensen and Warlock, and still more in. Haydn's “Le Matin” Symphony, 
the orchestra played with delightful freshness and vigour. Miss Odette 
de Foras, who sang new song settings by Gordon-Brown and a setting of 
a Yeats passage by Patrick Hadley, has a good quality voice, except that 
it is impossible to judge what language she is singing without reference 
to the programme. 

In order to achieve a superficially impressive volume of tone, Mr. 
Lampkin is sacrificing every other virtue that a violinist should possess. 
And, as usually happens, in achieving even so much at such a cost he is 
defeating his own ends, for he has developed a heavy style of bowing 
which results in a peculiarly uneven performance; so that one never 
knows whether the next note will be pure violin tone, or an unpleasant 
rasp, or a still more unmusical squeak. His fingering, too, is so eareless 
that at the least change of pitch he seems just as likely to be sharp or 
flat as to bit the exact?y right note. In pure virtuoso mgs his playing 
was usually too painful tolisten to, while in slower works, such as Bach's 
Air in G String, his straining after effect, coupled with the heavy. slur 
resultant‘on his bowing, gave an impression of tréacly and sickly senti- 
ment.. His recital on Saturday afternoon was, on the whole, better than 
that of Tuesday evening at the Zolian Hall, but one cannot congratulate 
him on either performance.
